Wo have the honour, in conformity with section 112 of the Act 5 and 6 Vic., cap. 
106, to submit our Report for the year 1892, being the twenty-fourth since the Sea 
and Inland Fisheries of Ireland have been placed under the superintendence of 
this Department. 


The Sea Fisheries. 

Vessels, Men , and Boys. 

We find that 6,371 vessels and boats were actually engaged in the Sea Fisheries in 
1892, as compared with 6,176 in 1891. This shows an increase of 195. There were 
23,271 men. and 971 boys employed, showing increases over the previous year of 608 
and 183 respectively. Of the vessels 403 were first class, 2,568 second class, and 3,400 
third class. Details are given in the following tables.

SPRING MACKEREL FISHING. 

The opening of the Spring mackerel fishery on the south-west coast of Ireland for 
1892 was much delayed in consequence of the month of March being exceptionally cold. 
North-east winds prevailed, and snow fell frequently throughout the month. Hence 
the schools of mackerel, which are looked for about the 17th of March, did not appear 
on the coast till the first week in April. 

As was remarked on in our report of last year, so again this year, the greater number 
of the large boats fished from the ports of Kinsale, Baltimore, and Castletown Berehaven, 
where the buyers were congregated, and were not distributed along the coast as much 
as formerly. 

There are several excellent harbours conveniently situated for the fishing, such as 
Valencia in Kerry, which have been almost abandoned since the engaged price system 
has been given up, the fishermen preferring to fish where the number of buyers ensures 
competition and better prices. It is the interest of the buyers to keep as far east as 
possible, and so lessen the expense in steamers for despatching fish to the English markets. 
One buyer, however, took a few boats to Smerwick, and ran his fish by steamer to the 
railway at Fenit. 

The Co-operative Manx Association, consisting of about 60 boats belonging to Port 
St. Mary, brought their own ice hulks and two steamers, and ran their fish to English 
ports from Crookhaven, as heretofore. 

taking the ports where mackerel fishing is carried on, in geographical order, we com- 
mence at Youghal ; here, however, the mackerel sold (numbering only 4,200 in all) were 
landed out of two boats driven there by stress of weather. The fish were sold locally 
at 11s. 5 d. per hundred.

At Kinsale the fishing was carried on by 178 first-class fishing vessels, manned by 
about 1,400 men ; 65 of these vessels were Irish, 2 English, 1 Scotch, and the balance 
hailed from the Isle of Man. There were also 17 other boats employed. About a 
dozen English firms of fish merchants were represented ; and these, with local 
traders, making a total of 29 buyers, provided for ample competition in prices. Many 
of these firms also had representatives at Baltimore and Castletown. 

Seven ice hulks were anchored in Kinsale, and the buyers imported 1,675 tons of 
ice. Eleven steamers provided for the despatch of fish from these ’ ports ; ran 
the fish to Milford, Liverpool, and Fleetwood. A considerable quantity was 
sent by rail. 

The buyers in Kinsale employed 26 row boats with seven men in each, and 15 with 
three men in each, at wages of 22s. per man per week, the coxswains getting up to £2 
per week ; 40 packers at 27s. per week were employed ; and the fish despatched during the 
season, which commenced on the 8th of April, and closed on the 25th of June, amounted 
to 28,852 hundreds (of 120 per hundred), averaging to the fishermen about 20s. per 
hundred, or £28,852. 

At Courtmacsherry only a few hundred mackerel were landed and sold locally 
The boats belonging to the place fished with the fleets at other ports. 

At Union Hall and Glandore. — No buying except for local consumption was carried 
on until near the close of the Spring fishing, when an American and an English 
buyer arrived, and bought 6,700 mackerel for curing for the American market. About 
1,648 boxes were landed at Union Hall. 

At Castletownsend as many as 85 boats landed fish in one day; 241 boats 
visited the port during the season ; 6,S 1 1 boxes were landed ; 3 hulks were in use, and 
the fish were despatched partly by the buyers’ steamers and part by rail from 
Bkibbereen. Counting local traders, 12 buyers purchased and despatched fish during 
the season. 

At Baltimore 84 Irish first-class boats, 68 Manx, 8 English, and 2 Scotch landed 
fish on one day ; 243 boats utilized the harbour during the season ; 7 hulks were 
anchored in the harbour, and 2,315 tons of ice imported. Seventeen firms of buyers were 
represented in the port; they employed 22 row boats with crews of 6 men in each boat, 
and 20 packers. 24,091 hundreds of fish were landed and despatched. The most 
part went by the buyers’ steamers. 340 half boxes — about 21,000 fish — were despatched 
by rail from Skibbereen. The new railway to Baltimore ought to prove a great help 
to the industry, particularly so if a pier or jetty for loading the trucks directly from the 
boats were constructed. 

During the season, which commenced on April 8th and closed July 9th, the fish 
kept further off than usual, from 20 or 60 miles, and the fishing in consequence was below 
the average of the previous year. 

At Crookhaven, besides the Manx Co-operative Fishing Company above referred to, 
one English buyer brought a hulk here and despatched fish. The Manx men 
averagea 17.s. 6d. per hundred for their fish, while the English buyer paid 19s. Id. 
per hundred. The Manx Company despatched 12,934 half boxes, and the buyers 525 
half boxes by steamers to English ports. 

Castletown Berehaven was, this year, the furthest point from which fish was 
run to the English markets by steamers chartered by the fish buyers. About 70 boats 
fished from here, 3 hulks- were in use, eight firms of buyers were represented, and 12,057 
hundreds of mackerel were despatched. The season commenced on April 8th and 
closed on June 14th. 

Up to this point the fishing is almost exclusively in the hands of large first-class boats, 
and long distances have to be traversed, from 20 to 60 miles, ere the fishing ground 
is reached. 

From Dursey Head northwards mackerel fishing by means of rowing boats, 
manned by from 3 to 6 men, becomes possible, and is largely practised. 

In nearly all cases the fish ing is with drift nets, the exceptions being where 
seines of the ordinary type are used, and in one locality where the American purse or “trip” 
seine has recently been introduced. 

We are informed that very large hauls of undersized mackerel have been made in 
these American nets, the mesh being very small. 

C 
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The first places where we meet the row boats fishing in any numbers are Dursey 
Island, Garimsh, Ballydonegan, Ballycrovane, and other creeks in Quoylagh Bay. 

From Garinish to Ballydonegan about 50 six-oared yawls were engaged. The. 
fishing lasted less than a month, but in that time the fishermen landed 251 hundreds.. 
Owing to the fishing closing early in April, the average price was high, viz., 80s. per 
hundred. The total catch had to be carted to Castletown-Berehaven at a cost of 2s. 
per hundred. 

At Ballycrovane and adjoining creeks, 28 first-class boats and 60 six-oared yawls- 
fished throughout the season. In these cases also the fish had to be carted to Castletown. 
The railway in process of construction to Kenmare ought to help this district if a 
steamer is run in connection. The same remark applies to West Cove. Here but few 
Spring mackerel were captured owing to the prevailing easterly gales. At Glen, in St. 
Fmans Bay, 16,000 mackerel were landed in April. They were carted in the men’s 
own carts to Caherciveen, where £1 5s. per hundred was the average price obtained. 
As no buyers visited Yalcntia during the past season, Caherciveen was the centre for 
the district, extending from Ballinskellig Bay to Kells in Dingle Bay. 

The difficulties of transit have told severely against the fishing, the cost of carting 
to the railway at Killorglin being 3s. per hundred. When, in addition to this, the 
railway rates to England and market dues have to be paid, it is obvious that the fishing 
can only be remunerative when the price is high. Four local buyers in Portmagee, and 
eight in Caherciveen, disposed of the fish. The prices in April opened at £3 per hundred ; 
by the end of April they were down to 30s. In May from 25 s. to 11s., and in June 
about 12s. 

The chief places in the Caherciveen district at which the mackerel fishing was carried 
on are Glen, Portmagee, Valentia Island, Cooscroum,. and Coonana. 

At Portmagee we first meet with the canvas curraghs. Ten of these, manned by four 
men each, took part in the fishing, which -was also carried on by 6 first-class boats hailing 
from Scotland, Isle of Man, and Ireland ; and 40 local four-oared yawls and smaller 
boats. The fishing commenced on April 7th and lasted into June, during which time 
647 hundreds were landed at Portmagee. 

At Cooscroum and Coonana 33 four-oared yawls fished, and so far as our returns show 
the total amount of fish sent fresh from Caherciveen by cart to rail at Killorglin was 
80,600 fish. When the price fell the curers commenced work for the American 
markets. 

The whole of this district will be much improved, and the fish trade will receive a 
new impulse, when the railway now in process of construction is open to Valentia 
Harbour. 

Dingle, owing to its railway, forms a centre whence fish are despatched. The 
mackerel are carted thither from Ventry, Dunquin, various places in Smerwick Harbour, 
and from Brandon Creek. 

Four Irish, 12 Manx, and 3 Scotch boats fished from Dingle and Ventry. When the 
boats brought the fish into the latter bay, it was landed at Ballymore and carted to 
Dingle, whence it was despatched by nine buyers, who imported 230 tons of ice. The 
tottd capture for Ventry and Dingle was about 2,400 boxes. 

At Dunquin 16 curraghs, manned by 3 men each, landed 5,000 mackerel, which were 
all carted to Dingle. 

At Dunquin the fishing began 18th March and closed 20th May. At Ventry it 
began 7th April, and the boats continued fishing up to the end of June. 

These dates illustrate a rather interesting fact in the mackerel fishing — that the 
earliest takes of fish are made by the small boats and curraghs quite close to the land, 
and so near the rocks that the large boats dare not attempt to shoot their nets. These 
early takes may be small, but the price is then so high that they are very 
remunerative. At Ballycrovane, referred to above, it may also be noticed that the 
fishing opened with the small boats on March 22nd, though about April 7th was 
the date when the first fish were taken all along the coast from Kinsale to Galway by 
the larger craft. 

At Smerwick and Brandon Creek, the fishing commenced April 7th and lasted till 
May 25th. Four Irish, and 11 Manx first-class boats fished from Smerwick. Fishing 
was also carried on by 70 canvas curraghs manned by 3 men each. In the various 
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•creeks round Smerwick 140,283 mackerel were landed, and at Brandon Creek 65,000 
One buyer ran his fish by a small steamer to Fenit, but the other seven carted their fish to 
Dingle, sometimes packed in boxes but more frequently in bulk in carts provided with 
high rails. The price opened at £3 5s. per hundred, but fell to 10s. as the season ad- 
vanced. Curing for the American market then commenced, and the bay presented a 
busy scene throughout the year. 

Eleven French fishing vessels, manned by about 250 men and boys, fished from Smer- 
wick. 

At Brandon Bay an extensive fishing was prosecuted for the most part by 80 
curraghs, and despatched by steamers to Fenit and by carts to Castlegregorv. The 
total catch appears to have been about 640,000 mackerel. 

At Fenit 15 first-class and 2 second-class boats prosecuted the fishing ; of these 9 were 
Irish, 2 English, and S from the Isle of Man. 

There were four buyers and two ice hulks. 939 tons of ice were imported for the 
season, 3,028 hundreds of mackerel (including a large portion of the Brandon and 
Smerwick fish mentioned above), were despatched ; the average price being £l 5s. 

On the coast of Clare the conditions have been unfavourable for the fishermen. At 
Carrigaholt 3,000 mackerel were landed out of two first-class boats. The buyer sent 
them across to Ballybunion whence they were despatched by rail. At Tullig, Ross, and 
Trusclive fishing was carried on by 26 curraghs, manned by three men each. They 
captured about 6,000 mackerel, but owing to the difficulties in the way of despatch, and 
the cost of carting, the prices only averaged 1 0s. per hundred. 

At Moveen, 12 curraghs landed 27 boxes, which were sent inland by donkey carts, and 
fetched 10s. per hundred. 

The same price was realized by the canoe men, who landed 118 boxes of mackerel at 
Kilkee and neighbouring creeks. At Farrahy and Seafield 3,060 fish were landed. But 
between low prices, difficulty in disposing of the catch, and bad weather, the fishing 
was soon abandoned, and the men devoted their time to kelp burning. 

At Liscannor 8,284 fish were landed, and disposed of locally. 

The opening of the new railway to Kilkee is likely to prove a great benefit to the 
'Clare fishermen in the prosecution of the mackerel fishing. 

The canoe fishing on the Coast of Clare has hitherto been the northern limit of the 
Spring Mackerel fishing. This year, however, the Congested Districts Board made the 
■experiment of extending it on a considerable scale to the Arran Islands and the Coast of 
•South Connemara, and met with marked success. The absence of buyers was provided 
for by one merchant being engaged to work the business on co-operative lines in the 
interest of the fishermen. Seven first-class boats were engaged from Arklow for the 
•season, and two first-class and three second class boats, manned by Arran islanders 
and youths from Connemara, also took part in the fishing. A very few mackerel were 
captured during March. On the 6th of April the first fish were despatched by rail from 
Galway. The weather was very broken throughout the season. The total capture was 
4,993 boxes, of which, however, over 70,000 fish were captured in one night’s fishing. The 
fish boxes, ice hulk, and ice were provided by the Congested Districts Board, ana in the 
sale of the fish deductions were made to cover the cost of ice, packing, freight, and 
market charges. After all deductions, the prices realized by the fishermen averaged 
24 s. per hundred. 

In reviving this great fishing industry, several points are worthy of special notice. 

There are grounds for hoping for a considerable advance in the industry in the near 
future, owing to the opening of the new railway lines. 

In the South of Ireland, the new lines and extensions have been planned so as to touch 
the seashore in places where fishing may be prosecuted — such, for example, are the lines 
at Courtmacsherry, Baltimore, Bantry, Valentia, Dingle ; and the effect of such facilities 
is to make the local fishermen independent of the large buyers, and thus, no doubt, in 
some of these places, many more will be able to take part in the industry. 

Though the Spring Mackerel fishing has now been worked as far north only as Slyne 
Head, there is little doubt but that the fish are in the sea all the way north to Donegal, 
.and if the trade could be organized on profitable lines, it might be greatly extended north 
•of Galway.

AUTUMN MACKEBEL FISHERIES. 

The Autumn Mackerel Fishery presents several points of special interest. Both it and 
the Spring Mackerel Fishery are developments of the present half century, and were 
not even mentioned in the fisheries reports and schemes for fishing companies of fifty 
years ago. 

The Autumn Mackerel Fishery, as an important national industry, is a creation of the 
present decade, and though it owes its origin mainly to the almost total failure of the 
American Mackerel Fishery in 1886, and Hie consequent demand for cured mackerel in 
America, it gives promise of being able to maintain itself, even should a revival take 
place in the American industry, if the quality of the cure is attended to. It is prose- 
cuted almost exclusively by Irish boats, and as the curing business does not necessitate 
rapid despatch and chartering of swift steamers, it is not so weighted with initial 
expense as is the Spring fishery, and consequently it is more capable of being carried 
on in isolated localities. 

The Autumn Mackerel Fishery has the advantage of lasting longer than the Spring- 
fishing. It commences in August or early in September, and lasts to December, and in 
some localities it has been prosecuted for quite two months after Christmas. West Cork 
and Kerry are the districts where it has established itself most firmly. Here a number of 
curers have set up wooden sheds for curing. It has also been attempted along the coasts 
of Galway, Mayo, and Donegal ; hitherto, however, not with energy sufficient to induce 
curers to establish themselves permanently on those coasts. 

The value of the industry to the country may be judged from the following figures : — 
1892, up to the date of the latest returns, 18,400 barrels of about 250 fish each, had 
been cured, which will be worth, on delivery in America, about 276,000 dollars. The 
prices paid to the fishermen varies from 5s. to 12s. per hundred, and a large number of 
hands, at good wages, were employed in the splitting and salting. 

The fishing on the coast of Cork was carried on almost exclusively by first-class and 
a few second-class boats. 

In this district the greatest number of Autumn mackerel cured at any one place was 
2,900 barrels at Union HalL 

From Bantry Bay to Yalentia, on the Kerry coast, the fishing is prosecuted by six 
and four-oared yawls. In this district the greatest number of mackerel were cured at 
Garnish and its immediate neighbourhood, viz. : — 1,679 barrels. 

From Valentia to Galway Bay the fishing is carried on by canvas canoes (or curraghs). 
In this section, Dingle took the lead ; 2,250 barrels having been despatched, represent- 
ing the catch of about 120 canoes located chiefly in Smerwick and Brandon Creek 
Besides the curing business, a considerable quantity of Autumn mackerel were 
despatched fresh to Irish and English markets. Thus, at Kinsale, all the mackerel 
captured were disposed of fresh, amounting in all to about 329,400 fish. 

From Baltimore about 40,000 were sent away fresh, but the greater portion landed 
here were cured in 2,346 barrels. 

From most stations a certain amount was thus despatched fresh, and in more remote 
places the fish were disposed of for local consumption. Teelin, in Donegal, was the most 
northern point at which curing for the American market was carried on. 

In addition to the curing of Autumn mackerel it should be borne in mind that in some 
cases curing for America was carried on during the Spring fishing. Thus, at Baltimore, 
801 barrels had been cured before the Autumn fishing commenced. 

The Autumn fishing is prosecuted with drift nets, seines, and in some districts, in July 
and August, with hand lines. 

Immense hauls of small mackerel are recorded from one locality where the small- 
meshed American seine has come into use, as much as 12,000 and 13,000 having been 
taken in a single haul. 

The value of cured mackerel in the American markets depends on the size of the 
fish, the quality of the cure, and the strength of the barrels being sufficient to ensure 
the fish against injury during the voyage. 

The value of Irish cured mackerel in America showed a steady decline about two 
years since. But from reports we have received, a recovery has taken place, and 
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though the prices for Norwegian mackerel still rule higher, the recent reports are 
satisfactory. It may be remembered that some steps were taken by this department 
to improve the credit of the Irish cured mackerel sent to America. A skilled Norwegian 
curer was sent round to the various stations in the South of Ireland to direct and in- 
struct where such instruction would be accepted. Also a pamphlet was circulated call- 
ing attention of curers to all the steps necessary to insure tlie production of a good 
article for the market. 

The Secretary of the Boston Fish Bureau having been good enough to send us a copy 
ot his Annual Report of 1892, we insert the following extracts bearing on this subject, 
which are in full accordance with reports we have been favoured with from individual 
merchants : — 

Ireland. 

The quantity forwarded to this country has fallen a little short of previous years. The quality shows 
a marked improvement. Unfortunately the Spring cntcli was late in reaching this market, and failed to parti- 
cipate in the best of the demand ; low prices prevailed in consequence. 

The fall catch was of good quality and size, but they, like the Spring fish, arrived a little late to meet the 
most active demand, and it was necessary for receivers to hold them in order to obtain the best results. 

This class of goods has now an increased reputation which is hound to continue and increase as long 
as the standard of quality is maintained. 


Norway. 

We have come to expect from .Norway the finest fish of the year, and those that came to us in the 
fall of 1892 proved no disappointment. For quality of the fish, care in curing, and excellence of package, 
the Norway mackerel takes the palm. The catch, while not a large one, must hare proved highly 
remunerative to the fishermen, ns the arrivals here found an expectant market and brought extreme 
priced

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REPORT OF THE 


CURING OF FISH OTHER THAN MACKEREL. 

The demand for salt fish throughout Ireland is greater than that for fresh fish. To 
meet this demand a certain amount of curing has always been carried on in favourable 
localities around the coasts, but that this curing does not meet the wants of the country 
is evidenced by the foot that about £100,000 worth of cured fish was imported during 
the past year from Scotland, Shetland, Norway, Newfoundland, and Iceland. 

The only cured fish which we export are, mackerel to America, and a small quantity 
of dried hake, and sprats preserved in tins, from the south of Ireland. 

The mackerel curing industry has been treated of in another section. We shall here 
briefly review the curing of other classes of fish. 

In the south of Ireland, from Waterford to the west of Kerry, the fish salted and 
dried in greatest quantity is hake ; these fish are captured in trammel nets and by hand 
lines, and the price obtained for them, when of good quality, in the local markets, is 
often 18s. per cwt., or 455. to 50s. for 126 fish. The amount thus cured may be 
estimated from the following returns from the principal centres of the industry : — 
Helvick Head, 16 tons ; Ola Head of Kinsale, 21 tons ; Union Hall and Glandore, 
58 tons ; Sherkin and other Islands near Baltimore, 36 tons. Waterford and Tralee 
form the extreme limits of the district where this branch of the industry is prosecuted. 

All around the coasts of Ireland a certain amount of ling and cod are cured by the 
fishermen and their families and sold at local markets. 

Some of the more important centres for this industry are Wexford, Union Hall, 
Portmagee, Ventry, Smerwick, Liscanor, Aran Islands, Cleggan, Boffin, Achill Beg, 
Belmullet, Belderig, Teelin, Malinmore,. Arranmore, the Islands of the Rosses, Tory, 
lnishbofin, Malin Head, and Rush. The above-named places are centres of districts 
where curing was carried on, and in some of these districts the amount of fish landed 
was considerable. Thus, in the Arran Islands about 23,000 ling and 3,500 cod were 
salted. Here, and also at Malin Head, the fish are only split and pickled, and sold 
wet, or half dried, out of pickle, in Galway and Moville. Whereas in other 

districts, particularly on the south and east coasts the fish are dried. The price 
obtained for this half-cured fish is 8s. to 10s. per dozen for ling, and 6s. to 7s. for cod. 
About one and a-half dozen fully cured dried ling equal one hundredweight, the 
market price of which, for prime fish, is about 18 to 20 shillings. Some idea may thus 
be formed of the relative values of the fully-cured fish and the half cured. 

The sale wet out of pickle involves less labour, but is only possible where a ready 
market is obtainable. 

Glasson or coal fish are cured in large quantities. At Teelin, the Rosses, and Malin 
Head, 69,000 of these fish were pickled and sold at lower prices than cod or ling. 
Bream are cured largely for home consumption. Congers are valued for curing more 
on the south coast. On the east coast, in some places, skate when salted ana dried 
find a local sale at £8 per ton. 

Salt herrings are largely imported from Scotland, and no curing on a large scale is 
carried on in Ireland. 

The amount of herrings cured and sold locally is difficult to estimate with any 
approach to accuracy. The curing was chiefly carried on in Dunmanus and Bantry Bays, 
Galway Bay, Donegal Bay, the Rosses, and some places on the east coast. 

During the past year stations have been established by the Congested Districts 
Board for the curing of cod and ling at Ardmore, Boffin, Inniskea, Inver, Portacloy, 
Teelin, the Rosses, and Sheephaven. Only at Ardmore, Boffin, and Teelin, had work 
commenced up to the date of this Report. The amount cured at the Boffin Station 
was eighteen tons, and the fish was sold at £19 per ton.

1. The sums allocated from the Sea Fisheries Fund of £250,000, granted by the Act 
46 & 47 Vic., c. 26, out of the Irish Church Fund, for the purposes of such works 
in the several counties. 

2. A list of the applications received for grants for constructing such works. 

3. The particular piers or harbours on which grants were recommended, together 
with the amounts of the estimates for such works, and the sources from which such 
amounts were to be made up. 

4. The works recommended, the estimates for such, the amount of the contracts where 
contractors had been obtained, the date for completion of work, and the date completed. 

5. The counties from which cash contributions were received towards certain works, 
the grants and the loanssanctioned to complete the engineer’s estimate. 

6. The counties from which no cash contributions were received, and the amounts of 
the grants and loans sanctioned to make up engineers estimate. 

7. A summary showing the total estimates for works recommended, and the manner 
in which these amounts were provided by cash contributions, grants, and loans after 
reserving out of the £250,000 a sum of £20,000 for expenses ; and a summary, of the 
allocation of the fund of £250,000. 

We continue Return No. 3, with additional particulars received from the Board of 
Works, made up to the 31st March, 1893.

Kingstown Division. 

Extending from Ireland’s Eye to Breeches Bridge, about 45 £ miles. 

No part unguarded. 

The modes of fishing carried on — trawling, drift and draft nets, long and hand lines. 
Herring, mackerel, haddock, cod, plaice, bass, mullet, sole, turbot, salmon, sea trout, 
bream, pollock, whiting, lobsters, and crabs, are taken. 

Off Howth, herring3 appeared from June to July, from 10 to 15 miles east to south 
east from Ireland’s Eye, but not in large quantities. Lobsters were taken from 
Ireland’s Eye to the Bailey in small quantities. 

Off Sutton and Clontarf — The private oyster beds have been stocked during the 
year, large numbers of American, French, and Irish oysters having been laid down. 
The oyster beds at Sutton are principally used for storing oysters temporarily. 

At Dalkey Sound and Mugglins, about 3,500 lobsters and 6,000 crabs were taken. 

Off Bray and Killiney about 1,650 lobsters, and 300 crabs were captured. No shoals 
of herring or mackerel were observed. 

Between Bray Head and the Breeches small shoals of mackerel appeared half a mile 
off the coast at the end of September, but too far off to enable them to he taken in the 
nets used. 

There is a good trawling ground situated about 10 miles seaward off this coast. 

The conduct of the fishermen was good ; no conflicts. 

Fish are landed principally at Howth, Clontarf, Ringsend, Dublin, Kingstown, 
Dalkey, Bray, Killiney, and Greystones. 

Auklow Division. 

Extending from the Breeches to the Sluice Gap, Cahore, county Wexford, about 50 
miles. 

No part unguarded. 

The modes of fishing carried on are drift nets, lines, trawls, and dredging. The fish 
captured are herrings, cod, plaice, soles, turbot, skate, ray, dabs, conger, and hake, 
oysters, lobsters, and crabs — herrings being in the largest quantity. 

Off Wicklow, cod, codling, flat fish, pollock, conger and herrings were taken at a 
distance of about two miles off shore ; but no large shoals of herring or mackerel were 
observed. Better boats and nets are required. About 250 lobsters and 1,200 crabs 
were captured, principally between Wicklow Pier and Wicklow Head. 

At Arklow the fishermen as a rule work more than one boat during the year, 
according to the seasons and the description of fishing followed at the time. 

They also fish from other ports on the south and south west coasts of Ireland ; and 
during the year 15 first, and 20 second, class boats from this port were employed at the 
Scotch herring fishery. 

The public oyster beds seem to be improving — sum realized by sales last vear being 
about £1,100. 

At Kilmichael and Ballymoney, below Arklow, the fishing is by drift nets and long 
lines for herrings and cod. 

At Courtown the oyster beds are reported as improving, the oysters sold fetched 
£362, an increase of £284 over the previous year. 

Herrings appeared in the autumn, between the South Arklow and Glass Gorman 
Banks, at a distance of about 3 miles off shore. 

At Cahore, herrings and cod were taken with nets and lines ; but the fisheries are 
declining, there being no shelter for boats in bad weather. The oyster fisheries were 
not worked at all during the year. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

“ Thero appears to be little or no fishing industry on any part of the coast of this Division, except at Wicklow, 
Arklow, and Courtown. This is no doubt attributable to the exposed nature of the coast.’’ 

The fishermen are reported as peaceable and orderly. 

Fish are landed principally at Wicklow, Arklow, BaUymoney, Courtown, Poulduff; 
and Kilmichael. 
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Wexford Division. 

Extending from Sluice Gap, Cahore, to Bannow Ferry, about 52 miles. 

The harbour of Wexford is unguarded, being under the control of the Customs 
authorities. 

The fish generally taken are herrings, cod, bream, bass, gurnard, pollock, and mackerel. 

Modes of fishing — nets, trawls, hand lines, and dredging. 

At Rosslare the fishing for the year was an improvement on last year, although the 
weather at commencement of year was unfavourable. Fair shoals of herrings were in 
the South bay. The number of boats has decreased. 

The lobster fishing near Camsore Point was not so good as last year. About 400 
were captured. 

The fishing at Morriscastle seems to be given up altogether, the boats being allowed 
to deeay. 

At Gurracloe the herring fishing was good. 

At Kilmore and Bar of Lough the fishing, especially in mackerel, was good and 
remunerative. 

At W exford there was a falling ofi in the number of trawlers — six having been lost 
and only replaced by one, but the catches of remainder were good, and the drift net 
fishing for herring was good. The Inspecting Commander reports as to general 
fishing of the Division 

“ Referring to fishing industries in' this Division for year, there seems to be a great improvement from last 
year, particularly at Wexford, Gurracloe, Rosslare, Kilmore, and Bar of Lough in the quantities of fish/caught, 
although the weather has been greatly against the boats getting ofi from most of these places where there 
are open beaches.” 

The fishermen are reported as orderly and peaceable. 

Fish are landed principally at Wexford, Rosslare, Carnsore, Kilmore, Cahore, Fethard, 
and Bastardstown, and on the beach where the several boats belong. 


Waterford Division. 

Extending from Wellington Bridge to Ballyvoile Bridge, about 63 miles. 

The following portions are unguarded: — Fethard — from Oyster Point to Wellington 
Bridge, and Arthurstown — from Ballyhack to Templetown Cove. 

The fish taken are mackerel, bream, herring, gurnard, cod, whiting, hake, and all 
kinds of flat fish. 

Modes of fishing — Trawling, drift nets, seines, hand lines. 

In Fethard Bay large shoals of mackerel appeared from 2 to 6 miles off shore. At 
this station 457 lobsters were taken. 

At Arthurstown codling, plaice, and flounders were taken. Herring appeared off 
Duncannon towards the end of October, but the boats did not go out to capture them. 

At Dunmore the fishing is carried on chiefly by trawlers, the fish captured being 
herring, crabs, and lobsters. Large shoals of herring appeared about 10 miles off 
Dungarvan. There is good trawling ground from Barrels light ship to Mine Head. 
The number of lobsters captured was 1,226 — crabs, 1,312. One trawler from this place 
left for Tenby, North Wales, for trawling. 

At Ballymacaw the fishing was confined to lobsters and crabs, of which 288 dozen 
and 296 dozen respectively were taken. 

At Tramore the boats are all open boats and only fish in fine weather. The most 
abundant takes were mackerel and whiting. A very small quantity of lobsters were 
taken owing to the boisterous state of the weather during the summer. There are no 
trawlers. 

At Bonmahon the largest take were whiting and haddock, the latter class of fish 
being much more numerous than had been observed in previous years. Considerable 
shoals of mackerel were observed ofi’ this station, but there was no means of capture but 
by lines, the boats not being large enough to fish with nets. 

On the whole division the Inspecting Commander reports : — 

“ There seems no improvement in the fishing in this division.” 

The fish are landed principally at Fethard, Slade, Oyster Point, St. Kearns, Ballyarke, 
Dunmore, Ballymacaw, Rinnashirk, Portatly, Tramore, Lady Elizabeth’s Cove, 
Newtown Cove, Boatstrand, Knockmahon, and Stradbally. 

The fishermen are peaceable and orderly. 
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Youghal Division. 

- Extending from Ballyvoile Head, near Dungarvan, to Garryvoe, a distance of about 

54 miles 

Unguarded : — From Mine Head, East, to Corrin River, West, 6| miles ; from Goat 
Island to Ferry Point, 5 miles ; from Ferry Point to North Quay, Youghal, 12 miles ; 
r and from Glenawilling to Garryvoe, 6^ miles. Total, 30^ miles. 

Fish generally taken are herring, mackerel, cod, ling, hake, conger, sprats, plaice, 
and soles. 

At Ballinacourty large shoals of herrings appeared, from 6 to 16 miles off Dungarvan 
Bay, from May till October. It is believed that herring remain off the coast all the 
winter, but owing to the dangerous nature of the coast, they are not captured. 

The most abundant quantities of fish taken were herrings and hake, but ling and 
mackerel were also taken. There were no steam trawlers. The boats which fish off 
this station are chiefly Arklow boats. A landing place for fishing boats is needed at 
Ballinacourty. Much complaint of expense of transit of fish by rail. 

At Helvick Head no large shoals of fish appeared this year. The lob; fishing 
was moderate, the numbers landed being about 1649. The crab and hake fishing were 
bad. 

At Ardmore, the fish captured were sprats, cod, ling, and hake. Larg.- shoals of 
herring, sprats, and mackerel were observed from May to November, from 100 
yards to 4 miles off Ardmore, Whiting Bay, and Ballymacart. The boats i:. c l were 
too small to allow’ large captures to be made. The lobster fishing was I: :d. The 
fishing at this station generally w r as bad. Complaints were made of want of a pier 
. for landing fish. 

- At Youghal, large shoals of sprats were observed, in Youghal Bay and Harbour, 
from the middle of July to November. The fishing population are chiefly engaged 
in salmon fishing. 

At Knockadoon, the fish chiefly captured are hake, bream, and pollock. 

Shoals of herring and mackerel appeared about 3 miles off Knockadoon Head, in 
July and August. 

About 144 dozen of lobsters were taken, and 260 dozen of crabs. 

Modes of fishing — Long and hand lines, trammels, trawls, draft and drift nets. 

The fishermen are reported as orderly and peaceable. No conflicts. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

“The sea fishing during the year 1892 throughout this division has not been prosperous, large shoals of 
herring and mackerel have been seen at various times off the coast, but owing to the continuance of bad 
weather, and want of appliances, few takes have been made. Sprats in Youghal Bay and Harbour during 
the autumn have been very plentiful, enormous takes have been made, but owing to excessive railway charges, 
the cost of {transit exceeded their market value, as much as 6 tons of sprats have been thrown away in one 
single day'at Youghal, there being no demand. 

“ Lobster and crab fishing a failure." 

The fish are principally landed at Dungarvan, Ballinacourty, Ballinagaul, Ardmore, 
Youghal, Knockadoon, Barrycovc, and Whiting Bay. 


Queenstown Division. 

Extending from Garryvoe in Ballycotton Bay, to Minane River, about 75 miles. 

Unguarded., from Monkstown to Ringaskiddy, also Queenstown to Cork, which is 
under Custom *House control. 

At Ballyeqtjt^u the most numerous takes are hake, eels, pollock, herrings, and sprats. 
There is fair trawling from Capel Island to Ballycotton Pier, but only availed of by 
local boats. Large shoals of sprats were observed from Garryvoe to Grcystones, from 
July to the end of October, from a quarter to two miles from shore. There were about 
100 dozen lobsters captured, and 12 dozen crabs. Complaints are made of want of 
railway accommodation to take fish to market. 

At Poor Head the principal takes were cod fish. A few shoals of sprats were 
observed from Poor Head to Guileen in the autumn, about three-quarters of a mile off 
the coast. About 120 dozen of lobsters were captured, and sold locally. 

At Roche’s Point the principal takes were cod and pollock. No large shoals of fish 
were observed. Some lobsters were captured by boats from the West of Ireland, l>ut 
not landed here. 
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At East Ferry the principal takes 'were plaice, sole, and codling ; the fish were very 
scarce this year. No large shoals of fish were observed. No lobsters were taken. 
Trawling is the only fishing of any consequence. 

At Crosshaven the most abundant takes were sprats, large shoals of which were 
observed inside the harbour during October. About 100,000 oysters were laid down 
on Mr. Smith-Barry’s oyster bed. Complaints are made of the public taking small 
oysters from the public beds. 

Fishing is carried on by means of trawling, long lines, hand lines, drift and seine 
nets. 

The Inspecting Commander reports : — 

“ (1.) In examining tlie returns from tills Division, it is ns well to bear in mind the different nature of 
the coast on the different guards. 

“ 1st From Garryvoe to Roche’s Point (20 miles), and from Weaver Point to Minane River (5 miles), feces 
the open sea. 

“ 2nd. From Roche’s Point to Weaver Point — including the greater part of the Roche’s Point and Crosshaven 
-guards, and all the Rost Ferry guards, and the unguarded portion — faces Queenstown Harbour. Many of the 
boats from this portion confine their fishing operations altogether to the inside of the harbour. 

“ (2.) There appears to be a decrease of 4 third class boats at Ballycotton. The Station Officer there, who 
has only recently joined that station, states that he has as many boats on his list as his predecessor had, which 
appears to be the case. Yet in the abstract last year, 14 boats were returned ; this year only 10. At some 
of the other stations there is a slight increase, which rather more than counter' balances this ; but as 22 boats 
are returned as not having fished, as against 14 last year, there would appear to be a slight felling off on the 
whole. 

“ (3.) Owing to there being no coast guard permanently stationed at Queenstown or Cork, Ballycotton is the 
only place from which I am able to obtain any information with regard to the amount of fish landed ; it is to 
that place that the following remarks refer : — 

“The fishing has been poorer this year than either 1890 or 1891, the amount of mackerel being 
only about one-halfj and of herring less than one-half, that taken in either of the two preceding years. 
Scarcely any herring Irnve been landed at all up to 1st November ; most of the few that appear on my list 
having been taken in January, so that they belong more properly to the winter fishing of 1891, which was 
very good. There was a good catch of eels, and for them a fairly good price was obtained. Sprats were very 
plentiful, but latterly the fishermen would not take them as they would get no sale for them. They remained 
therefore off the coast undisturbed.” 

The fishermen were peaceable and orderly. 

The fish were landed principally at Ballycotton, Garrvvoe, Ballyandrew, Ballywilliam, 
Ballysliane, Guileen, Queenstown, Ring, Whitegate, and Farside. 


Kinsale Division. 

Extending from Ringabella Bay, East, to Galley Head, West — about 94 miles. 

Unguarded from Flat Head to Iloder Cove 4 miles, and from Oyster Haven to Hang- 
man’s Point 2 miles; Causeway Bridge to Timoleague, 5 miles; Seven Heads to 
•Foilareel, 8 miles; Foilareel to Simon’s Cove, 8 miles; Simon’s Cove' to Virgin Mary 
Point, 8 miles ; Virgin Mary Point to Duneen, 3 miles. 

At Robert’s Cove, where the fishing is chiefly for beam, whiting, and pollock, which 
are captured by hand lines, no large shoals of fish were observed. 

At Oyster Haven, the fish chiefly captured are whiting and codling, no large shoals 
were observed. The quantity of lobsters captured is returned at 377, and crabs at 402, 
but quantities of lobsters were shipped in English boats. The takes of lobsters and 
crabs were generally good. At Upper Cove the chief captures of fish were herring, 
mackerel, hake, and sprats. Large shoals of mackerel were observed about 12 miles off 
•Kinsale in April, May, and June, and also during the autumn months. The quantities 
of lobsters captured were small. At Old Head the principal takes were of hake. No 
large shoals of fish were observed. The lobsters captured were not landed ; they 
’were taken by fishermen from Hare Island and Baltimore. 

At Howestrand the fish principally captured were beam ; there is very good 
trawling ground from half a mile to five miles south of station not much availed of. 
No large shoals of fish observed. No lobsters landed, but some taken by boats 
from other stations. Very little fish was caught this year, as fish do not seem to stay 
in the bay. 

At Courtmacsherry the principal takes were mackerel and hake ; no large shoals 
observed ; about 200 dozen of lobsters were captured, and principally sold to a cutter, 
collecting from Southampton. About 100 score of crabs were captured.- In^iihe 
opinion of the local fishermen, this was one of the worst years they can remember ; 
this they attribute to the very cold spring. vj* 
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At Ring Bar the largest quantity of fish captured were bream ; no large slioals were 
observed, about forty dozen lobsters were captured. 

At Dunny Cove there is good trawling ground not much availed of ; only a few 
vessels come from Queenstown ; large shoals of mackerel and scad were observed from 
1st August to end of September from two to four miles off shore. The number of 
lobsters captured was 770. 

At Barry’s Cove no large shoals were observed ; 105 dozen of lobsters were 
captured. 

Modes of fis hing — Drift and seine nets, trammel nets, hand and long lines, and 
trawls. 

The fish taken are mackerel, herring, hake, cod, ling, haddock, whiting, bream, brill 
pollock, scad, conger eel, and sprats. 

Inspecting Commander reports : — 

“ Herrings . — More fish and more money than the previous year, but prices not so good. Fishing good as a 
whole. 

“ Cod, ling, and haddock very good. 

“ Whiting and sprats — very few caught. 

“ Mackerel . — Spring fishing was had for everybody ; prices were low, and owing to calms and the fish being a 
long way out, a large quantity had to be thrown away, as in many cases the boats were 36 and 48 hours reach- 
ing the Harbour. 

“ Autumn fishing . — Practically none. Hake up to the present not good ; a bad year on the whole.” 

The fishermen were quiet and orderly. It is hoped the disputes between mackerel 
and herring fishermen will be brought to an end, as a result of the inquiry held by the 
Inspectors at Kinsale, and places in England, Scotland, and the Isle of Man. 

The fish are landed principally at the following places : — Ring, Clonakilty, Robert’s 
Cove, Rockly Bay, Kinsale, Sandycove, Dooneen, Garrylucas, Courtmacsherry, Broad 
Strand, Blind Strand, Old Head, Seven Heads, Travara, Dunworley, Leenagh, Ballin- 
glana, Dunny Cove, Dirk Cove, Sands Cove, Red Strand, and Ballycusheen. 


Skibbereen Division. 

Extending from Galley Head to Sheep’s Head, about 150 miles. 

Unguarded portions : Schull — From Alter to Ballyrizard Point, and six Islands. 
Crookhaven — From Galley Cove to Scart Point. 

The fish taken are cod, ling, haddock, pollock, conger, bream, gurnard, hake, mackerel, 
herrings, plaice, whiting, sprats, soles, turbot, and mullet. 

Modes of fishing — Trammels, hand and long lines, drift nets, seines, trawls. 

At Mill Cove there were no large shoals of fish observed. About 1,050 lobsters were 
captured. The crabs captured were of small value. 

At Union Hall large shoals of herring and mackerel appeared off Adam and Eve 
Island during the spring and autumn about three to ten miles to the south. Lobster 
fishing is carried on by boats from Baltimore and further west, but as these fish are 
not landed at Union Hall no returns were forthcoming. The mackerel fishing was 
much interfered with by tbe bad weather towards the end of the season. At Castle- 
townehend large shoals of mackerel were seen from twenty to thirty miles off the coast 
at the commencement of the season, and at the end of season about nine miles off. 
The lobster fishery is carried on by boats which do not land at this station ; no return 
can therefore be given. 

At Ballvally, where the trawling ground is good, fishing boats from other localities 
occasionally fished. Shoals of mackerel and pollock were observed. The local fisher- 
men are reported to be very poor, and to be deficient in appliances for fishing. 

At Baltimore two steam trawlers made their appearance. Large shoals of mackerel 
made their appearance about three miles off Baltimore in October. The number of 
lobsters taken was 51,460. The quality of mackerel captured in the spring was 
very good. 

At Schull two steam trawlers appeared. Large shoals of mackerel were off the coast 
from one-half to thirty miles from the shore. S46 dozen of lobsters were captured. 

About 12,000 hake were captured and landed in Bantry Bay, part of which were 
sold fresh, and portion cured by the fishermen, and retained for their own use. 

At Crookhaven two steam trawlers appeared. Some very large shoals of herring and 
mackerel appeared in Dunmanus Bay from 100 yards to one mile from land. Herrings 
were more plentiful than they have been known for years. There were also some 
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good takes of mackerel off Crookkaven from April to July, ten to sixty miles off shore 
— 3,522 lobsters were captured. 

No conflicts. The fishermen reported as peaceable and orderly. 

The Inspecting Commander reports : — 

“ Spring fishing this year disappointing. Autumn fishing opened badly, but on the whole was remunerative, 
large quantities being cured for the American market. 

“ Trawling is being successfully carried on by Union Hall and Castletownshend boats j good takes of common 
fish being taken. Fine fish scarcer. 

“ I have again to deplore the want of accommodation for curing fish, most of it being cured on quays or 
beach. On quays it causes great inconvenience to traders and fishing boats, and on the beach tho landing of 
fish and appliances are quite inadequate. 

“ The curing of fish generally should, I think, receive the greatest possible encouragement, as it not only 
gives employment to the fishing fleet, but to numbers of men, women, and children, and is also productive of 
great good to all classes of traders. 

"At one village alone, Castletownshend, this industry has doubled itself, being nearly 2,700 barrels this 
year against 1,360 last year. I would also beg to point out the great want of a good pier for this harbour— 
undoubtedly the best between Berehaven and Queenstown for the fishing industry. Every other village in 
my division has had some pier accommodation provided by different Boards of Works and others, but this 
village, with its magnificent fishing harbour, has been entirely overlooked, and it is only to it3 excellent position 
and pushing qualities of its fishermen that it is making a continuous and steady progress. These men have, 
with the assistance of the resident gentry, maintained a temporary light during tho last two years, and are now 
trying to obtain the necessary orders from Parliament to maintain the light permanently, and otherwise 
improve their harbour. I also wish to draw the Board’s attention to the pier at Union Hall, which, if not 
attended to will rapidly fall into decay. I should suggest the rubbing piles being at once made good, and the 
whole pier raised at least four or five feet. At present during high springs it is practically level with the 
water, making it quite impossible for vessels to lay alongside. Other piers in my division are adequate to 
the trade.” 

The fish are landed principally at Ballycoine, Ross Bar, Mill Cove, Ballynaclough, 
Prisons Cove, Glandore, Union Hall, Carriggillihy, Squince, Myross, Castletownshend, 
Baltimore, and Schull. 


Castletown Beee Division. 

Extending from Snave Bridge to Kenmare Bridge — about 120 miles. 

Unguarded: — From Sheep Head to Bank Cove and Widdy Island; from Sheep Head to 
Gearies ; from Gearies to Bantry ; from Bantry and Widdy to Bank Cove. Dursey 
Island — Ardgroom to Kenmare Bridge ; Clorighin Point to West end of Island, and 
Clorighin Point to South side. 

Fish principally taken — Mackerel, ling, cod, bream, herring, whiting, pollock, and 
lobsters. 

Modes of fishing — Drift nets, long lines, and hand lines. 

At Castletown the principal fish taken are mackerel and herring. There are five 
trawlers at this station. Two steam trawlers from Bantry fished from 3 to 9 miles off 
the coast. No large shoals of fish were observed. Herrings were observed from July 
to November, and mackerel from April to June and from August to October. Lobsters 
are captured between Berehaven, Black Ball Head, and Sheej} Head. About 3,000 
dozen were taken. Owing to bad weather round the coast the fishing was not good. 

At Ballydonegan the principal fish taken were mackerel ; shoals of these appeared 
between Dursey and Cod Head, from fifty yards to two miles off land, between Bally- 
donegan Beach and Keam Point, Keam Point and Garinish ; also different places round 
Dursey, and in Tranferlah Bay, and from Cod Head along the shore in bay. They 
were observed from 20th August to September, very little in October ; after this 
the shoals broke up and scattered, but remained in the locality till December. 364 
dozen lobsters were captured ; they were taken by boat to a sailing vessel from South- 
ampton. Complaints are made of want of a pier and boat slip at Garinish. The boat 
accommodation at Ballydonegan is bad. 

At Ballyerovane the fish principally taken are mackerel. No large shoals were 
observed. 254 dozen lobsters were taken and transhipped to England. 

At Lawrence Cove, whiting and bream are the fish chiefly taken. No large shoals 
were observed. About 100 dozen lobsters were taken and shipped to Bantry. The 
weather was very unfavourable for fishing. 

The fishermen are reported as peaceable and orderly. No conflicts. 

The fish are landed principally at Castletown, Lawrence Cove, Lonehort Cove, Bally- 
crovaue, Garinish, Derrycreveen Strand, Ballydonegan, Reentrusk, Dursey, Caherkeem, 
Ardacloggin, and Eyeries. 
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Valenti a Division. 

Extending from Kenmare to Castlemaine — about 194 miles. 

Unguarded — Kenmare Bridge to Keen River, and Westcove ; Reenin to Coomatlou- 
kane ; Anaghur, Donnybrook to Reencaba, W. Valencia; and Bray Head to Reenada 
Point. 

Fishing is carried on by means of drift and draft nets, band and long lines, trawls, 
and trammel nets. 

The principal lands of fish taken are mackerel, herring, whiting, pollock, bream,, 
sole, turbot, fluke, ray, gurnard, hake, conger, ling, scad, bass, &c. 

At Lackeen Point the fish chiefly taken are mackerel and hake. Two steam trawlers 
were engaged fishing off this station during the year. Large shoals of mackerel were 
observed about three miles from land from June to September. Four hundred dozen 
lobsters were taken and shipped to England. About 2,000 crabs were captured and 
used for bait in the locality. 

At Waterville, the only sea fish captured were mackerel. Of these, moderately large 
shoals appeared off Lamb Head, Scariff, and Denish Island, from 15th of March 
till the end of April, and from 25th of July to the 15th of October, from about half a 
mile to five miles off shore. Owing to bad weather the boats could not put to sea 
for the greater part of the season. The fishermen complain of losing a number of fish 
owing to bad nets. About 400 to 450 dozen of lobsters were captured and shipped at 
Derrynane. Crabs were caught but were returned to the sea, the fishermen having no 
market for them. 

At Ballinskelligs the fish chiefly taken are haddock, whiting, and pollock. Three 
steam trawlers were fishing off this station. Large shoals of mackerel and herring, 
especially the former, were observed close under the land round Bolus and Ducalla Head 
in September and October. Sixty-nine dozen of lobsters were captured and shipped 
on board the Southampton lobster cutter. Complaints are made of the landing place 
at Ballinskelligs. 

At Portmagee the fish chiefly taken are mackerel and herrings. No large shoals 
were observed. Fifty-four dozen lobsters were taken and sold in Valentia and Cahir- 
siveen. 

At Knightstown the chief takes have been of mackerel, shoals of these were observed 
between Bray Head and the Lighthouse from May to July and from September to 
November. During the spring, fishing boats left this station for fishing elsewhere, they 
had not much success. One steam trawler fished off this station. At Cahirsiveen large 
shoals of mackerel were observed from Doulas Head to Coonana in spring and autumn 
from a half to two miles off shore. Fifty dozen of lobsters were captured. 

At Kells large shoals of mackerel were observed in April and May, and November 
and December, from half to three miles off coast. No herrings were seen. Very small 
quantity of lobsters captured. The fishing has not been practised as in former years 
owing to the crews being employed on the new railway works. 

At Cromane Point no shoals of mackerel or herrings were seen and no lobsters cap- 
tured ; there are no regular fishing boats at this station. 

No conflicts, and the fishermen are generally orderly. 

The fish are landed principally at Kenmare, Blackwater, Sneem, Gleesk, Westcove, 
Darrynane, Renin, Ballinskelligs, Boulakeel, Boat’s Cove Glen, Portmagee, Horna Creek, 
Dob ilia, Reenard Point, Donnybrook, Knightstown, Cahersiveen, Cooscroom, Cromane, 
Rosbeigh, and Coonana. 


Dingle Division. 

Extending from Inch Point, 14 miles east of Dingle, to Blennerville, and including the 
Blaskets and Maharee Islands — about 100 miles. 

Unguarded, viz. : — Redcliff to Inch; Brandon Creek to Derrymore and to Brandon 
Point ; Fahan to Clogher Head. 

Modes of fishing — Trawling, nets, spillets, and lines. 

Fish generally captured — -Herring, mackerel, cod, ling, soles, conger, hake, turbot, 
mullet, bream, plaice, and lobsters. 

At Minard the fish chiefly taken are herrings and pollock. There was no spring 
fishing, the weather being too bad. There was a small take of herrings. In the second 
week in July there were plenty of signs of fish. Herrings were taken in some quantities 
in the second week in September. In the first week in October there were large shoals 
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of mackerel ofl Minard, some of the smaller size of which were captured with herring nets. 
The fishermen have only herring nets. 

The take of lobsters was not as large as usual ; about 1,000 were captured. 

At Dingle the fish chiefly taken were mackerel, whiting, haddock, soles, and plaice. 
The number of trawlers engaged in fishing was 20 ; they principally trawled in Dingle 
Bay. Large shoals of mackerel were observed from March to June in Dingle Bay,. 
Herrings were seen in October and November in Ventry Harbour, off Ballymore, from 
half a-mile to three miles off shore ; 6,000 lobsters were captured at Ballymore and 
.Tubber; they were brought to Dingle, and sent by rail to different markets. Crabs: 
were captured, but there was no sale for them. 

At "Ventry the fish chiefly taken were mackerel and herrings. There are no 
trawlers. Large shoals of mackerel appeared in spring and autumn. In autumn, from 
one to three miles off the northern portion of station, and in spring from ten to fifteen 
miles to the westward. Herrings appeared in Ventry Harbour, and near the Basket 
Islands ; 600 dozen lobsters were captured in the vicinity of the Blasket Islands. 
Complaints are made of want of proper landing places at Dunquin and the Blasket 
Islands. 

At Smerwick the fish chiefly taken are mackerel, hake, ling, cod, bream, and pollock. 
The harbour was tried for trawling, but it was found the boats could not work over 
foul ground. Shoals of mackerel appeared in the harbour and off Bally david Head from 
August to October, 3,57 1 lobsters were captured, and 6,500 crabs. Complaints are made 
of want of landing places at Glassabeg and Brandon Creek 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : 

“1. Dingle Station, 1892. — Trawling was very good this year, and the canoes with long lines did fairly 
well in capturing cod, ling, whiting, haddock, and pollock. If the pier at Dingle was extended into deeper 
water, the large boats engaged in the mackerel fishing (who at present dispose of their fish at Ventry and 
Smenvick) would bring it to Dingle for sale, being near the railway, and thereby save the expense of carting 
it from Ventry and Smerwick. 

“ 2. Ventry Station. — The mackerel season was not so good as in 1891. Very few of the first-class boats 
frequented it during the year. Spring herrings were a very poor average, but the autumn herrings were very 
good in quantity and quality. 

“ 3. Smerwick Station. — Spring mackerel very good in quantity and quality. Autumn mackerel were 
captured in much larger quantities than in 1891, and of very good quality. 

“ 4. Brandon Creek. — Spring mackerel very good in quantity and quality. Autumn mackerel— much larger 
quantities captured this year than in 1891, and of very good quality. A boat-slip is very much required at this 
place, for landing fish, and for the safety of boats and men." 

The fishermen are generally peaceable and orderly. 

The fish are landed principally at Annascaul, Dingle, Ballydavid, Ventry, Brandon 
Creek, Brandon, and Dunquin. 

Balltueigue Division, County Kerry. 

Extending from St. Annagh to Foynes Island, about 75 miles. 

Unguarded portions : — St. Annagh to Spa and Barrow, Kerry Head to Muinga- 
hane. Cashen — Glen to Asdee, Asdee to Kilpadogue. 

At Fenit the fish, principally taken are herring and whiting. No largo shoals 
appeared. The greater part of the oyster beds are not worked, and are being covered 
with sea-weed, the oysters are picked up by the public. 

The Coastguard reports that the fishing industry is fast dying out, the fishermen 
preferring to work at discharging vessels. 

At Ballyheigue the fish chiefly captured are lobsters and pollock. No large shoals of 
fish were observed, and very few loosters captured. Complaints are made of a want 
of landing-place for boats. 

At Cashen River the fish chiefly taken are herrings. Large shoals were seen off Beale 
and Asdee, about a mile off shore, in August, September, and October. N o lobsters 
taken ; complaints made of small size of boats. 

At Tarbert the fish chiefly captured are herrings and lobsters. A steam yacht 
trawled in the Shannon off' this station. No large shoals of fish appeared. The private 
oyster beds are not improving ; nothing is done for them. 

The Divisional Officer reports as follows : — 

“ The general fishing has been of a nominal character this year ; shoals of mackerel and herrings have been 
observed in Ballyheigue Bay, but there are no proper boats or nets to catch them, owing to there being no 
place of shelter. A Pier would be of a great benefit for the shelter of fishing boats at Keel, Ballyheigue Bay.” 

The fishermen were peaceable and orderly. No conflicts. 

Fish were landed principally at Barrow, Fenit, Kilfenora, Spa, Ballyheigue, Glenderry,. 
Kerry Head, Glenduhallow, Beale, Ballylongford, Kilrush, and Glin. 
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Seafield Division. 

Extending from Ballymacrana, near Cappa, to Carncapple Head, about 9 miles 
south of Blackhead — about 145 miles. 

Unguarded portions : — Cappa — From Ballymacrana to Clonderlaw, East, and from 
Railway Bridge to Querrin Quay, West. Kilcredane — From Querrin Point to Castle 
Point, East, and from Kilclogher Head to Ballinaglass. Kilkee — From Goleen to 
Bishop’s Island, and from Baltard Tower to Doonbeg Bridge. Seafield — From Doonbeg 
Bridge ■ to Doughmore Strand, and from Bell Bridge to Cream Point. Liscannor — 
From Cream Point to Rinneen Bridge, and from Moher Boat House to Carncapple Head. 

The stations in the Shannon are Cappa and Kilcredane. 

At Cappa the principal fish captured are salmon and herrings. Only one boat trawled 
from this station. There were no steam trawlers fishing off this station. Shoals of 
herrings were observed off Querin in September and October, but smaller and in less 
numbers than previous years. The fish did not remain long. The takes of oysters 
have decreased. Very few lobsters caught ; the same observation applies to crabs. 

At Kilcredane the fish chiefly captured are mackerel and herrings. Large shoals of 
mackerel appeared off Loop Head, and the coast lying north of that from 1 to 3 miles 
off shore in spring and autumn ; the mackerel stopped during August, September, and 
October. About 500 lobsters were captured ; very few crabs. 

At Kilkee the fish chiefly captured are mackerel, cod, and ling. Large shoals of 
mackerel appeared in the spring and harvest months from 100 yards to 2 miles off the 
shore. 569*lobstcrs and 1,772 crabs were taken in Kilkee Bay. 

At Cream Point the fish chiefly taken are herring and mackerel. About 40 dozen 
lobsters were captured, and 26 dozen crabs. The mackerel season was good, but the 
weather prevented large takes. 

At Liscannor the fish chiefly taken are cod, ling, herring, mackerel, and whiting. 
Several trawlers, steam and sailing, were at work off this station. Large shoals of 
herring and mackerel were observed from Clahane to Hag’s Head, about 3 to 4 miles 
off shore, in March, April, August, and September. About 1,800 lobsters were captured 
at Ballaghaline. There were large quantities of crabs taken, but no sale. 

No conflicts. The fishermen are peaceable and orderly. 

The Divisional Officer reports : — 

“ I have very little to add to my report of last year. The fishermen are sadly in -want of energy, and do 
not appear to be able to grasp any new ideas. There is no doubt that the fish is to be got in much larger 
quantities than is at all imagined, but I fear not by the fishermen from this coast ; as they are at present, they 
do not appear to wish to improve, although they are quite ready to avail themselves to the utmost of any outside 
help in the way of loans, *fec., which, if it is possible, they will divert from the purpose intended to another 
direction more congenial to themselves.” 

Fish are landed principally at Cappa, Querrin, Kilrush, Scattery, Knock, Kilcredane, 
Trusklieve, Kilbaha, Kilkee, Coosheen, Farrahy, Killard, Seafield, Quilty, Liscannor, 
Cream Point, Ballaghaline, Carrigaholt, Tullig, Ross, and Moveen. 


Galway Division. 

Extending from Derreen, about 8 miles south of Black Head, to Mace Head, including 

the Islands. 

Unguarded portions of District Black Head to Derreen — Muckinish to Claren 
Bridge East. Blackrock, West, to Kilcolgan Bridge. Trahane to Mace Head. N. 
Arran — Bungowla to Kilmurvey and Middle Arrau. In this division there are five 
Stations, two of them being on the Arran Islands. 

The principal fishing is by mackerel-nets, herring-nets, spillets, and hand lines, for 
mackerel, cod, hake, ling, pollock, bream, turbot, sole, plaice, whiting, herring, gurnard, 
&c. The trawlers from Galway Bay work round Black Head in South Sound, also 
North Sound and all over Galway Bay. Two steam trawlers trawled in the Bay up to 
March, and westward of Arran Islands in July, August, and September; fish landed in 
Galway. 

Ballyvaughan. — Large quantities of herrings appeared in the bay in October, and 
remained two months ; some boats killed up to 18,000 in a few nights; mackerel in 
August and September. Cod, ling, and whiting also taken. Public oyster beds improving, 
more spatting than last year. About 4,800 lobsters taken about Loo Rock and Finvarra, 
and landed at the lobster pond, Finvarra. The means of capture adequate. A light is 
much needed on Ballyvaughan Pier. 
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Spiddal. — During July, August, and September large shoals of mackerel were quite 
close off the coast. Adequate means of capture, but the weather was very unfavourable 
for fishing during the autumn. The oyster beds are improving. Seventy boats engaged 
in dredging. About £1,400 worth taken on public beds. 700 to 800 lobsters were taken. 

N. Arran. — Shoals of mackerel appeared off the coast in spring and autumn. Very 
few lobsters were captured this year. Cod, ling, bream, eels, and gurnet were fished 


for. 

S. Arran. — The principal fishing is for cod, ling, and bream. Shoals of mackerel 
appeared in September and October, about half a mile from the shore. A pier at whicli 
the fishermen could land in bad weather, is much needed. 

Costello Bay. — Small shoals of mackerel and herrings appeared along the coast from 
August to October. 

Fishermen too poor to buy nets, and trust more to hand lines. 

Lobsters are captured in small quantities. 

Weather in the autumn was unfavourable for fishing. In spring the mackerel 
fishery proved successful, the sale of fish having been organized by an agent of the 
Congested Districts Board. 

The Divisional Officer states : — 


“ I have nothing to add to my remarks of last year. The fishermen in general are quiet and well-conducted, 
but lacking in energy. The trawlers will not go outside the Arran Islands in search of fish, but go over and 
over the same ground in Galway Bay, nearly every day. They appear to have a rooted objection to re main 
out at night, and always return to their anchorage in Galway Roads However favourable the weather may 
be, Friday evening sees them at anchor, where they remain till Monday, and every holiday is made an excuse 
for spending on idle day.” 


The fishermen are very peaceable and orderly. 

Fish are landed principally at Galway, Bama, Spiddal, Knock, Thoughmore, 
Cornarona, Costello, Ardmore, Kilkeeran, Glenina, Baflyvaughan, Doorus, Kinvarra, 
and Arran in several places. 


Clifden Division. 

Extending from Mason Island, County Galway, to Doaghbeg, County Mayo — about 
260 miles. 

Unguarded portions — Mason Island to Fishery Bridge ; Gurteen to Ballinleema ; 
Streamstown to Weir ; Slyne Head to Clifden ; Cleggan Head to Renvyle ; Roonagh 
River to Roonagh Head ; Roonagh Head to Rosmoney Bridge ; and Carrigholly to 
Derrybeg. 

At Roundstone the fish chiefly taken are pollock, bream, and gunners. Shoals of 
mackerel appeared off the coast from Slyne Head to Deer Island, from May to October, 
and shoals of herrings appeared from September to November. 

About 111,000 oysters were taken from private oyster beds. 

5,000 dozen of lobsters were taken. This year was a bad one for deep water 
fishing, hut good for lobster fishing. Some of the fishermen were employed on the 
Railway. 

At Clifden the fish chiefly taken are pollock and ling. No large shoals of fish were 
observed. 

The Ardbear and Clifden Bay oyster beds were stocked with 100,000 French oysters. 
Ten to twelve thousand lobsters were captured, crabs taken in small quantities. 

At Cleggan, cod, ling, bream, pollock, and gurnet are the fish chiefly taken. No large 
shoals were observed. 

The value of oysters taken from public beds was about £90. 

The number of lobsters captured were 1,935 dozen, the amount realized by their 
sale, £483. They were chiefly shipped on a lobster boat for Southampton. Crabs 
were numerous, but there was no sale. 

At Tully the fish chiefly taken were pollock, whiting, and bream. 

Medium-sized shoals of mackerel appeared off coast from half to one mile from land 
from July to September. 

Shoals of herring and pollock appeared from September to beginning of November. 
Il.e value of oysters taken on the private beds at Little Killeries was about £40. 
About 525 dozen lobsters were taken and sent by cart to Westport. The fishing 
season generally was bad. At Rosmoney the fish principally taken were herring. 
There are 5 trawlers fishing at Murrisk, about 17 trawlers from Milford Haven 
were fishing off the station at a distance of from G to 18 miles. No shoals of fish 
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observed. There has been a great falling-off of oysters in the public oyster beds. No 
lobsters were taken. Complaints are made of the want of a good quay at Rosmonev. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

“ The fishing this year, in. this division, has been moderate. 

“ At Roundstone, the take of lobsters has greatly increased ; but there has been a falling off in ordinary 
fishing. 

“ At Clifden, the fishing has been fair only. 

“ At Oleggan, the take of lobsters has increased, also that of oysters, and of all kinds of fish the take lias 
been better than last year. 

“ At Tully, there were plenty of fish in the hay, hut the fishermen had not adequate means of taking them ; 
the weather has been bad, and Tuily pier is not safe in bad weather, so that there would be nowhere to run to 
for shelter if the boats ventured out. 

“ At Rosmoney, the ordinary fishing has fallen off, and many boats have not been used, but the small 
trawlers have increased, and are doing fairly well. 

“ The herring fishery has been a complete failure this year, the men have been out night after night (they 
state) and have taken nothing. 

•“ The same may be said of the cod and ling with spillets and lines. 

The fishermen were peaceable and orderly. No conflicts. 

Fish were landed prineipaly at Roundstone, Mace, Half Mace, Colla, Doohulla, Tour- 
glass, Letterard, Dolan, Bunowen, Clifden, Streamstown, Aughrissmore, Aughrissbeg, 
Russadillisk, Cleggan, Bundowlish, Ardagh, Ballynakill, Letter, Shark and Boffin 
Islands, Renvyle, tbe Killeries, Westport, and Newport. 


Keel Division. 

Extending from Doagkbeg to Faby Head, near mouth of Owenduff River, embracing 
Acliill Island — about 86 miles. 

Unguarded portions : Achilbeg — from Doagbbeg to wSound-quay, east side ; Blind 

Sound to Dooega Head. Keel — Dooega to Dookenilla, Keein Bay to Dugort. Bulls- 
mouth — Sound-quay east side to Fahy Head. 

At Achilbeg the fish chiefly captured are cod, ling, soles, plaice, pollock and 
shrimp. About fourteen steam trawlers fished off the station, at a distance of two to 
three miles from shore. Large shoals of herrings and gurnet appeared off Doaghbeg, 
only a few mackerel. The shoals of herrings appeared in September. Lobsters were 
captured in large quantities, but not landed, being shipped to Clifden and Galway. 
Complaints are made of the want of a refuge quay at Dooega, and either Achilbeg 
Island or Ballinlamma. The fishermen complain that the length of their trains of net 
are insufficient. 

At Keel the fish chiefly taken are herrings, shoals of herrings appeared in Keel Bay 
in September, about one mile from Keel boathouse. No lobsters were captured. 

At Bullsmouth the fish chiefly captured are pollock, no large shoals of fish were 
observed off this station. No lobsters were captured. 

The Coastguard Officer reports : — 

“ The small harbour to the right of Keel Station recently built is in a very bad state at present. The 
heavy sea has thrown part of it down, and filled the entrance to the harbour with large stones, so that the 
fishing boat3 cannot come in or out with safety." 

The fishermen were peaceable and orderly. No conflicts. 

Fish were landed principally at Dooega, Cloughmore, Curraun, Darby’s Point, Doagh- 
beg, Dugort, Keel, Dooagh, Keem, Bullsmouth, Innishbeagle, Ballycroy, Tonragee, 
and other places round the Islaud. 


Belmollet Division. 

Extending from Fahy Head, near mouth of Owenduff River, to Brandy Point near 
Rossport, about 150 miles. 

Unguarded portions: Doohooma — Fahy Head to Gweesalia; Blacksod Point — Innis- 
kea Islands and Duvillaun More ; Elly Bay — Redditch to Scotch Port ; Ballyglass — 
Seal Island to Brandy Point, and Seal Island to Erris Head. 

Cod, ling, haddock, pollock, glasson, whiting, plaice, mackerel, herrings, and bream 
• are taken. 

At Ballyglass the fish chiefly taken are mackerel, pollock, haddock, herrings, and 
whiting, but none in large quantities. 

Some shoals of herrings were observed in Broadhaven Bay in June and October, half 
a mile off shore. Very few lobster were taken. 
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At Belmullet the fish chiefly taken were mackerel and herrings ; no large shoals were 
observed. Oysters were sold at 6s. 6d. per hundred. There was less spatting on the 
oyster beds this year than last — twelve barrels were taken. No lobsters were captured. 
Very little fish was captured this year owing to the badness of the weather, the boats 
being too small to venture out. 

At Elly Bay the fish chiefly taken were pollock and glasson. Thirteen steam 
trawlers were employed off this station. 

No large shoals of fish appeared. 

A slight improvement has been observed in oysters. About 700 lobsters were- 
taken, and sent to Belmullet for sale. 

Crabs have been captured, but there seems to be no sale. 

At Blacksod Point the fish chiefly taken are glasson and whiting. About fifteen 
steam trawlers were employed off this station. 

No large shoals of fish observed, except glasson. 

At Surge View 180 dozens lobsters were taken. 

At Duvillaun More, 150 dozen; at Clogher, 232 dozen. They were disposed of at 
Belmullet on an average at about 5s. per dozen. 

Complaints are made of want of a boat-slip at Surge View. Six hundred and forty 
bags of periwinkles were sent to Westport from Cartron during the year for the. 
London market. 

At Doohoma there was no fish captured during the year. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

“The Returns sent in by the several Station Officers show that there are 149 boats employed. Not one 
of these is employed solely for fishing ; and none of them are of either the 1st or 2nd class ; most of them are 
only curraghs. 

“ From this you will see that there is no fishing on a large scale in the neighbourhood. The fish caught are 
consumed locally. There are no means of sending fish to the markets, as the nearest railway station, Ballina, 
is distant forty-one miles. The only fish that can be sent away are lobsters, which are sent alive in boxes, and 
even with them, large numbers die before they get to the train, as they have to be taken a journey of six or 
seven hours by road. 

“ Two Curing Stations have recently been erected— one on Inniskea Island, and the other at Inver, Broad- 
haven, but neither of them are yet in proper working order. 

“ The boats employed in fishing are so small that they are able to work only in an intermittent manner. 
As soon as it gets at all rough they are unable to keep the sea. Owing to there being no market for fisb, if 
caught in large quantity, there is no encouragement to any body to fit out large boats. 

“ I feel convinced that the adjoining sea teems with fish ; and that the only ways to develops the fishing 
industry are, either to have a railway to Belmullet, or to have curing establishments on a larger scale, and t« 
cure fish as they do in the Shetland Islands. 

" In my opinion, steam trawling inside Blacksod Bay should be prohibited." 

The fishermen are orderly and peaceable. 

The fish are landed principally at Belmullet, Blind Harbour, Biocksod, Saleen, Innis- 
kea, Glenlara, and Inver. 


Ballycastle Division, County Mayo. 

Extendiug from .Brandy Point to Gap of Bartragh, about 51$ miles. 

Unguarded : Belderg — Brandy Point to Geevraun. Kilcummin — Downpatrick to 
Lacken Strand. Ross — Killala Quay to Moyne. 

Nets, spillets, and lines are used : and mackerel, herrings, cod, ling, bream, fluke, 
glasson, gurnard, whiting, pollock, haddock, and lobsters are taken. 

At Belderig the fish chiefly taken are mackerel. There is good trawling ground, 
hut it is not much availed. Mackerel and glasson appeared in large shoals off this 
station, from half a mile to two miles seaward, in June, July, and August. 178 dozen 
of lobsters were captured, and about 1,000 dozen of crabs. Complaints are made of 
want of a breakwater at Belderig. 

At Ballycastle the fish chiefly taken are mackerel. Large shoals of this fish were 
observed off the whole of the coast of this station, between the 20th of July and lfith 
of August, from one to three miles from the shore. About 100 dozen of lobsters were 
captured. No crabs... 

At Kilc ummin the fish chiefly taken are mackerel and herrings. Large shoals of 
mackerel and herrings were observed from Down Point Head to Rathgram Bay from 
one to three miles off shore. The mackerel appeared from J une to October, and the 
herring from September to December. From six to eight thousand lobsters were 
captured and sold at Ballina and Dublin. Complaints are made of want of a boat-slip 
and storm wall at this station. 

G 
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At Ross the fish chiefly captured are haddock, whiting, mackerel, and herring. Large 
shoals of mackerel and herring were observed about half a mile off shore between 
Garrick Patrick Perch, and Bartra. The herrings appeared in October and the 
mackerel in July and August. No lobsters were taken. Complaints are made of want 
of a boat-slip at Portavad. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

“ Belderig is the best place for fishing in this division. A pier would encourage the fishermen in this 
district. 

“ liallycastle — The breakwater might be extended with advantage about thirty yards, and forming an 
elbow, would be much protection to the men and boats. 

“ Kilcummin — A boat-slip would be very useful. 

“ Ross — A pier at Portavad would be of benefit to the fishermen in bad weather. 

“ There is not in this district much fishing ns an industry, chiefiy, I think, on account of the want of harbour 
refuge in bad weather and the difficulty of transport to any large town." 

The fishermen were orderly and peaceable. 

The fish were landed principally at Polnamuck, Killerduff, Castletown, Ballymacue, 
Killala, Rossport, Portaeloy, Porturlin, Bchey, Belderrig, Ballycastle Lacken, Kil- 
cummin, Rathfran, and several other places. 


PULLENDIVA DIVISION, COUNTY SLIGO. 

Extending from Ballina Quay to Coney Island, about 59 miles. 

No portion unguarded. This division is divided into four guards. Inniscrone extends 
from Ballina Quay to Camduff River. Pullocheeny extends from Carnduff River to 
Easky River. Pullendiva extends from Easky River to Dunmoran River, and Derkmore 
extends from Dunmoran to Coney Island. 

At Inniscrone the fish chiefly taken were fluke, haddock, whiting, and herrings. 
Large shoals of herrings were observed in Killala Bay in September ana October, about 
one mile from shore. Seven boxes of lobsters were shipped at Inniscrone Pier. 

jAt Pullocheeny, the fish chiefly taken were herrings ; no large shoal of fish appeared ; 
94 dozen lobsters were taken and sent to the Dublin and London markets. Complaints 
are made of the want of a beacon on the Long Rock, at the entrance of Pullocheeny Bar. 
It is difficult to find the entrance without this light, and the fishermen are often obliged 
to run to Innisrone, not being able to enter at Pullocheeny. Complaints are also 
made of the want of a boat-slip at this Station. 

At Pullendiva Station the fish chiefly taken are pollock ; small shoals of herrings 
appeared off the coast in October, about 2 to 3 miles offshore. The lobsters are plentiful 
but not fished for. Complaints are made of want of a boat-slip at Pullendiva. 

At Derkmore, the fish chiefly taken were plaice. There is good trawling ground, but 
it is not availed of. No large shoals of fish observed. The amount realised from 
private oyster beds at this station was £945 7s. No lobsters taken. 

The fishermen were quiet and orderly. 

The fish were landed principally at Inniscrone, Pullocheeny, Easky, Ballymeeny, 
Pullendiva, Aughriss, Dunmoran, and Derkmore. 


Sligo Division 

Extending from Strandhill Barracks to Donegal Abbey, about 80 miles. 

Unguarded portions: Rosses Point —Strandhill to Sligo Bridge. Raghley — Cullena 
more to Streedagh, and Drumcliff Bridge to Lissadell Coalyard. Mullaghmore — 
Streedagh to Roskeeragh, Gammons Bridge to Bunduff Bridge, and Bunduff to Bun- 
doran. BaUyshannon— From Bundoran Bridge to St. John’s Abbey, Donegal. 

This division is divided into four guards. Rosses Point guard extends from Strand 
hill to Drumcliff, Raghley guard extends from Drumcliff to Streedagh, Mullaghmore 
guard extends from Streedagh Point to Bundoran, County Donegal, and Ballyshannon 
guard extends from Bundoran to Donegal Abbey. 

Off Rosses Point the modes of fishing adopted are lines and nets. No trawling. 
Fish taken — codling, pollock, and flat fish. A few shoals of herrings appeared about 
one and a half miles off Deadman’s Point in July, August, and September, but disappeared 
almost immediately. 

Off Raghley, in addition ro nets and lines, trawling was carried on in Sligo and 
Drumcliffe Bays by six local boats. Small shoals of mackerel and herrings appeared off 
the coast about one to three miles off shore — the mackerel in June and July, and the 
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herrings in September and October ; but the means of capture were inadequate, the 
nets in the locality being too shallow and too short. About 2,500 lobsters and 3,000 
crabs were taken. 

Cod were taken in large quantities from the middle of January to beginning of April; 
six third-class boats fishing captured daily sixteen to twenty dozen each. 

The other fishing was not so good, owing to the exceptionally bad weather. 

Off Mullaghmore there is good trawling ground which was availed of by seven local 
boats of a small class. Large shoals of herrings appeared about one mile off the coast 
at Mullaghmore and Streedagh in October. About 5,000 lobsters were taken by the 
Mullaghmore men, and shipped by passing steamers from Sligo to Liverpool. 

Off Ballyshannon, cod, ling, plaice, whiting, bream, turbot, and pollock were taken by 
nets and lines. There is good trawling ground off the coast, but it has not been availed 
of. 

No herrings observed off this part. At Bundoran and Bunnatroohan, about 5,500 
lobsters were taken, and sent to London and Dublin. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

“ The Raghley and Mullaghmore men fish fairly regularly, but their boats are not able, on account of size, 
to work the outlying grounds to advantago. The Rosses Point men are not very keen, aud put down their 
bod seasons to destruction caused by the Raghley trawlers, which is, I think, a fallacy. There soems little 
disposition to got better boats, by combining together, and compete with the outside men on their ground. 
Undoubtedly the herrings have not been, so plentiful on this coast lately. 

“ None of these ports are very far from markets, provided enough fish was landed to make it worth while to 
provide better transport. Mullaghmore is only ten miles by road from Railway, and about seven miles by water. 
Raghley is only about the same by water from Sligo. I should imagine small tugs, towing proper lighters, 
would get the fish up well, in almost all weathers here, and that it would be worth while to run one if the 
takes were adequate.” 

The fisherman were peaceable and orderly. 

Fish were landed at Rosses Point, Lower Rosses, Cartron, Ardtermon, Raghley, Bally- 
connell, Cloonagh, Mullaghmore, Streedagh, Bundoran, Bunnatroohan, and Innisfad. 


Killybecs Division. 

Extending from Donegal Quay to Lower Ferry (Gweebarra River), County Donegal, 
about 135 miles. 

Unguarded portions : Ballhill — Portmouth to Creven point. Teelin — Muckross to 
Tawney. Mahnmore — Glenlough to Glen Strand. Portnoo — Glenlough to Trimore. 

The modes of fishing are trawling, nets, and lines. The descriptions of fish taken 
are cod, ling, whiting, pollock, glasson, haddock, plaice, sprats, turbots, sole, mackerel, 
and herrings, &c. 

At Ballhill the fish chiefly taken are plaice. One steam trawler fished off this station. 
No large shoals of fish were observed. Lobsters were taken in very small quantities. 

At Tribane station the fish chiefly taken are herring and mackerel. Two steam 
trawlers were employed off this station ; no large shoals of fish appeared. About one 
ton of lobsters are reported to have been captured. 

At Killybegs the fish chiefly taken were whiting and haddock. No large shoals of 
fish were observed, and small quantities of fish captured. 

At Teelin the fish chiefly taken are cod, ling, glasson, mackerel, and whiling. No 
large shoals of fish were observed. About 100 dozen lobsters were captured and shipped 
to Sligo and thence to Liverpool. 

At Malinmore the fish chiefly taken were herring, mackerel, and glasson. Large 
shoals of herring and mackerel appeared off Malinmore and Malinbeg from half to 
three miles off shore from May to September. 

More lobsters were taken this year than last, about 15,000 having been taken and 
shipped for Liverpool. 

At Portnoo the fish chiefly taken are herring ; a few small shoals of this fish 
appeared from August to October, at about half to three miles off Dowrus Head 
and Rosbeg. Seven hundred and eighty dozen lobsters were captured off the Island of 
Roainch, Dunmore Hole, and Rosbeg and Carrickfad. 

Crabs are captured in large quantities, but there is no market. A pier much 
required at Portnoo, as the old pier is completely washed away. 

The Divisional Officer reports : — 

“ Haddock and cod wove very plentiful in the first three months of the year. 

“ Shoals of herring and mackerel came close inshore only at Malinmore, and unless they do so the fishermen 
on this division make no catches, not having the appliances in nets and boats to search for them offshore. The

quantities of fish caught, I should say, were about the same as last year ; there being a great decrease off St. 
John’sPoint (Tribanc), but on. increase on other guards to counterbalance. 

" The curing establishment at Teelin will be very beneficial. 

“ Teelin having the largest fishing industry on this division, I think a pier on the east side of the harbour, 
connected with the branch road from the Kilcar and Oarrick main road, would give a further impetus to it, 
especially when the Killybegs Railway is working j the branch road would require extensive repairs.” 

The fishermen were reported as peaceable and orderly. 

The fish were landed principally at Donegal, Salt Hill, Inver, Bally etherland, Dooran, 
Ballysiggart, Tribane, Brucldess, Killybegs, Porthurry, Largy, Teelin, Tawney, Malinbeg, 
Malinmore, Glencolumkille, Rosbeg, Portnoo, Narin, and other places. 


Guidoke Division. 

Extending from the bar at Gweebarra River to Oldcastle Point in the Co. Donegal 
about 35 miles. 

Unguarded portions : Rutland — From Gweebarra Bar to Falcarril, Falcarril to 
Dungloe, Owey Island to Kincaslagb, and south-west to north-west point of Arranmore 
Island. Bunbeg — From Brinlock to Oldcastle Point. 

The modes of fishing carried on are long and hand lines, and nets. 

At Rutland the fish chiefly taken are cod, herring, lobsters, haddock, and crabs. 
Large shoals of herrings appeared from September to November, about one mile off the 
coast at Boylagh Bay, Rosses Bay, and Cruit bay. 

About 40,550 lobsters were taken, and were sent to the English markets per Sligo 
and Liverpool railway and steamer. 50,220 crabs were taken and sent to the same 
destination. The fishermen complain that their boats are too small. 

At Bunbeg the fish chiefly taken are herring and glasson. Large shoals of herrings 
were observed in October and November, oft the islands of Gola and Innishsirrer. 

The number of mackerel taken was 12,902. Some of these were landed at Bunbeg, 
and forwarded by ear to Londonderry for the English market; others were 
forwarded by steamer to Glasgow and Liverpool from Gola Roads. The number of 
crabs captured was 19,692, which were sent to the same destination as the lobsters. 
Complaints are made of want of railway communication from Letterkenny to Bunbeg 
to enable the fish to be forwarded daily to market. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

“ There have been several shoals of mackerel and herring off the coast during the summer months, but very 
small quantities captured. Since the beginning of September up to the present date good catches of herring 
have been taken from off Croley Head to Gola Island. Glasson of a medium size were plentiful ; also cod, 
haddock, bream, and whiting — fair quantities captured. 

“ The want of better means of forwarding the fish to market is very much felt, and is a great drawback to 
all engaged in this industry.” 

The fishermen were peaceable and orderly. 

The fish were landed at Burton Port, Kincaslagh, Bunbeg, Dunloe, Annagarry, and 
a number of other places. 


Ratjimullen Division. 

Extending from Bloody Foreland to Lcnan Bay, about 118 miles. 

Unguarded : Meenacladdy to Innishboffin, including Tory and Innisboftin Islands — 
Waterfoot to Horn Head. Clonmass to Lackagh Bridge. Mclmore Head to Fanad 
Point. Knockalla — Fanad Point to Portsalon. Aughnish to Quigley’s Point. Lmsford 
to Lenan Bay. 

The fish principally captured are — cod, herring, mackerel, haddock, pollock, ling, 
whiting, glasson, fluke, turbot, skate, plaice, as well as a large quantity ot lobsters and 
crabs. 

At Innisboffin the fish chiefly taken are — cod, glasson, and braize. There arc no 
trawlers. Several large shoals of mackerel appeared off Tory Island during the months 
of August, September, and October, from a quarter to half a mile from shore. About 
9,000 lobsters were captured and shipped to Liverpool from Tory Island. Complaints 
are made of want of a boat-slip at Magheroarty. The rough weather interfered with 
the mackerel fishing. 

At Sheephaven the fish chiefly taken are herring and haddock. There has been no 
steam trawling, it having been prohibited. Shoals of herring appeared off Horn Head 
and Sheephaven Bay, about three miles oft land, in August, September, and October. 
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2,000 lobsters were captured at Horn Head and Breaghey Head, and shipped to Dublin 
and Liverpool. The weather in October interfered with the fishing. 

At Mulroy the fish captured were chiefly herring. No large shoals appeared 
About 5,000 lobsters captured and shipped to Liverpool and London, and 500 crabs 
sent to same markets. 

At Knocks 11a the fish chiefly taken are cod, haddock, and flat fish. There are no trawlers. 
No large shoals of fish observed. About 1,300 lobsters captured and shipped to Liver- 
pool. A small pier or landing place is wanted at Newbridge. 

At Rathmullen the fish chiefly taken are — cod, codling, and haddock. No large 
shoals of fish were observed. The public oyster banks extend from Burt to Manor- 
cunningham on the Lagan side, and from Fort Stewart to Raybridge on the Rathmullen 
side of Lough Swilly. There is stated to have been an increase in spatting this year. 
Complaints are made of undersized oysters being taken off the public bed. The value 
realized by sale of oysters during the season from the public beds was about £250. No 
steps were taken to improve or cultivate the private oyster bed. No lobsters or crabs 
captured. 

At Buncrana the fish chiefly taken are plaice, sole, cod, and haddock. Four trawlers 
were employed at this station. No large shoals of fish appeared. About 10 barrels 
of lobsters were landed at Buncrana. 

The fishermen were peaceable and orderly. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

“ The fisheries on this division have been much as usual this year. 

“ Curing stations seem to me much needed. The boat slip at Maharoarfcy, on which the Tory Island fisher- 
men could land without getting wet often up to their waists, is a great necessity, and an improvement at 
Newbridge on Lough Swilly is much to be desired. 

“ Large shoals of herring were seen and many taken near Downing’s Bay in September and October.” 

The fish were principally landed at Sheephaven, Magheroarty, Dunfanaghy, Porfcna- 
blaghy, Downies Bay, Doagh, Bally hooriskey, Melmore, Pinchers. Bay, Knockalla, 
Anny, Newbridge, Rathmullen, Buncrana, Fahan, Currahole, Dunree, and other 
places. 


Moville Division. 

Extending from Leenane Bay to Carrickeel, County Londonderry, about 119 miles. 

Unguarded : Leenane Bay to Lag Strand and Malin Well to Carrickaveel. Carrick- 
aveel to Portnasantal — Magilligan Point to Down Hill. Clare River to Culmore, and 
Magilligan to Myroe. 

The fish principally caught are cod, codling, pollock, ling, haddock, turbot, bream, 
herrings, ana flat fish. 

At Malin Head the modes of fishing are lines and lobster pots : no trawlers. No 
large shoals of fish appeared off this portion of the coast At Dunaff and Malin Head 
about 4,200 lobsters and 7,200 crabs were taken. No shoals of fish were observed 
during the year. The Board of Works have just completed a fishing pier which 
affords good shelter for a larger and better class of boats. 

At Culdaff the same description of fishing during the year. 1,000 lobsters and 3,000 
crabs were taken. A small breakwater is much required at Portallen to protect the 
entrances to the landing place. 

At Port Kennigoe, same description ; only about 1,400 lobsters and 500 crabs taken. 

At Greencastle there is good trawling ground off Innishowen Head, but it was not 
availed of. Cod, ling, and flat fish were taken by long and hand lines and otter trawls. 

At Moville, cod, pollock, haddock, plaice, and bream were the principal fish captured. 
No large shoals of herrings were observed, but the herrings taken in Lough Foyle were 
•of a very good description. The private oyster fisheries are reported to oe improving, 
upwards of £700 worth of oysters having been taken from them during the year. 

The conduct of fishermen orderly and peaceable. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

« The fish for the year have been generally plentiful. A wooden pier at Itedcastle for the use of the fishing 
boats would be of great benefit, as the shore is so flat between that place and Culiuore. 

u The want of a pier at Moville, adequate to the requirements of a very considerable traffic, is much felt. 

“ The sand should be removed where silted up at Culdaff Pier. 

The fish were landed principally at Portmore, Portronau, Dunaff, Portnasantal, Porta- 
leen, Culdaff, Port Kennigoe, Greencastle, Magilligan, and Moville. 
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Bally castle (Antrim) Division. 

Extending from Downhill, County Londonderry, to Jennie’s Bridge, near Car nlough. 
County Antrim, about 77 miles. 

Unguarded : Kinbane Head to Fair Head. Fair Head to Torr Cor Point — Torr Cor 
Point to Beaton’s Port. Beaton’s Port to Jennie’s Bridge. Bengore Head to Kenbanc 
Head — Downhill Temple to Giant’s Head — Rathlin Island. 

The descriptions of fish chiefly captured and most abundant are cod, ling, haddock,, 
pollock, plaice, sole, turbot, scate, gurnard, and ray. 

The principal modes of fishing are by long lines and otter trawls. 

At Portrush fourteen steam trawlers fished from one to eight miles from land, but 
did not land their fish or buy from local fishermen. Good trawling ground from Port- 
stewart to Downhill and very much availed of by small boats. About 300 lobsters 
and 4,600 crabs were taken and sold locally. 

At Port Ballintrae, long lines only. Lobsters taken between the Giant’s Causeway 
and Bengore Head — about 850 landed — and 1,000 crabs. Landing place in very bad 
condition, and repairs very much required. 

At Port Ballintoy, long and hand lines were used chiefly for pollock and gurnard. 
About 3,700 lobsters and 14,700 crabs were taken and shipped to Liverpool. 

At Ballycastle, nets and hand lines are used. About 1,800 lobsters and 12,000 crabs 
were landed; the greatest number being taken around Rathlin Island. The improve- 
ment of the landing place by dredging is much required. 

At Torr Head, draft nets were used for the capture of pollock, which appeared in 
small quantities from 1st June to 1st December. About 22 cwt. of lobsters and 30 cwt. 
of crabs were captured between Fair Head and Torr Cor Point, which realized about 
£38 and £58 respectively. 

The fishing has been better during this than during the previous year, nearly treble 
the amount having been taken. The pollock fishing in Murlough and Loughaun Bays 
was particularly good, but the cost of cartage and freight to markets considerably 
lessened the profits. 

At Cushendun, cod, ling, plaice, conger, and pollock were taken by lines and draft 
nets. The pollock was most abundant, appearing all the year round, the other kinds 
of fish from May to the end of October. About 200 lobsters and 100 crabs were landed. 
Trawling ground only in Cushendun Bay, but not availed of. 

At Cushendall, plaice were more abundant than other kinds of fish. Otter trawls, 
lines, and draft nets were used. Only 3 small boats trawled. The trawling ground is 
limited, being only about a mile in length. Lobsters were abundant this year, 1,800 
having been captured between Cushendall and Red Bay Pier, which were shipped to 
Liverpool. About 300 crabs were taken and sold locally. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

“ The usual methods of fishing off the coast are by hand and long lines and nets. During the summer 
months, trawlers, both steam and sailing, trawl off Portrush and Ports tewart. 

“ The lishermen complain, generally, as to the scarcity of fish during the last year. Black and white 
pollock, occasionally a cod, ling, or haddock being only caught ; the weather has been much against fishing. 

“ More crabs and lobsters were taken this year off Ballycastle than last. 

“ I would suggest a considerable improvement might be made in the boat-slips at Ballintoy, where the men 
haul up their boats ; they having exj>ended between £7 and £8 on it themselves this year. A grant of £25 
to £30 wordd be required to make the slips effective. 

*' At Ballycastle, the want of a small boat-harbour is veiy detrimental to the fishing trade, which is on the 
increase.” 

The fishermen were peaceable and orderly. 

The fish were landed principally at Portstewart, Portrush, Port Ballintrae, Port 
Ballintoy, Milltown, Port Moon, Port More, Loughan Bay, Ballycastle, Cushendall, 
Cushendun, and Red Bay. 


CaRRI OK FERGUS DIVISION. 

Extending from Jennie’s Bridge, near Carnlough, to White’s Railings, near WRitehouse, 
South, about 49 miles. 

No portion unguarded. 

At Glenarm two small trawlers and one steam trawler worked in Carnlough Bay. 
This bay gives a fair yield of medium-size fish, but it would not be suitable for large 
vessels. Large shoals of small herrings appeared between Glenarm and Carnlough, 
early in May, and close to the shore, but remained only for about ten days. About 
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1,200 lobsters were captured and sent to Belfast, where they realized about 6s. 6d. 
per dozen. About 300 crabs were taken, but the fishermen do not capture them unless 
ordered to do so, as they do not consider it pays to take them to market. 

There were also taken about 21 tons of cod, which sold for £L4-; 51 tons of pollock, 
for £9 ; 1 8 cwt. of plaice, which were sold at the rate of Is. 9 d. a stone. About 5 tons 
5 cwt. of herrings were captured, and realized about £11. 

At Ballygally only small quantities of pollock were taken by hand lines. 

At Larne Harbour about 2,000 lobsters and 1,000 crabs were landed. 

At Portmuck very little fishing, pollock only being taken. Lines only were used. 

At Whitehead, whiting and pollock only were taken by nets and lines. 

At Carrickfergus, plaice, soles, and cod were taken — plaice and cod in the largest 
-quantities. Twelve trawlers were engaged in the Lough. About 1,200 lobsters and 
10,000 crabs caught off Black Head, by the Scotch quarter boats, between 1st April 
and 3 1st August. 

The fishermen were orderly and peaceable. 

The fish were landed principally at Glenarm, Camlough, Larne, Millbay, Islandmagee, 
Carrickfergus, Ballylig, and other places. 


Donaghadee Division. 

Extending from Tilly Born to Newcastle Quay, about 44 miles. 

No portion unguarded. 

At Marino (late Cidtra) plaice and cod were taken, the modes of fishing used being 
trawling and long lines. The trawlers numbered about 15 boats, and the trawling 
ground, which is good from Craigavad to White House roads, was much availed of. 

At Bangor and Groomsport long lines and trawling are modes of fishing. The 
trawlers have increased, nine boats having worked during the season. Thirty-six 
second class boats were engaged. Trawling ground not good. Cod and ling and fiat 
fish are principally taken. About 100 dozen lobsters and 100 dozen crabs taken off 
Blackhead, and sent to Belfast. 

At Donaghadee, cod and pollock were taken ; pollock being the fisli most abundant. 
Long lines and rods are used. Only about 600 lobsters taken, and landed at Donagha- 
dee. About 7,000 crabs captured. 

At Millisle little fishing. Only three small boats occasionally at pollock and codling. 

At Ballywalter — pollock, herrings, and cod were taken. Shoals of herrings were 
observed during July and August, about two miles off the coast, and one mile south of 
the Skull Martin Lightship. They remained about three months. 

About 23 cwt. of lobsters were taken off the Bally w r alter and Skull Martin Reefs, 
landed at Ballywalter, and shipped to Belfast for Liverpool market. 

At Burr Point there were four trawlers. Small quantities of herrings were taken, and 
landed at Bally halbert Pier and John’s Port. 

At Cloghy, herrings were the principal fish taken. Large shoals appeared about 1st 
May, 8 miles off shore. 

About 300 dozen lobsters and 200 dozen crabs were landed at Portavogie. 

About sixteen boats belonging to this locality attended the south coast mackerel 
fishery ; and six went to the Scotch herring fishery during the season. 

The fishermen were very orderly. 

The fish were landed principally at Hollywood, Groomsport, Bangor, Donaghadee 
Ballywalter, Portavogie, and Whiskin. 

Strangford Division. 

Extending from Newcastle Quay to Sheepland Head, about 78 miles. 

Unguarded : Portaferiy — Bally henry to Gray Abbey. Strangford — Audley Point 
to Gray Abbey. 

Off Tara Guard, pollock and whiting were most in abundance. Hand lines used. 
No trawling ground. Large shoals of herrings appeared about S miles from the shore 
in July and August. Adequate means of capture. About 36 dozen lobsters and 300 
dozen crabs were landed at Tara, and sent to Belfast, and shipped to Liverpool 

At Portaferrv, cod, pollock, and whiting were taken by nets and hand line3, and 
landed at Portaferry and Kircubbin. . About 300 dozen lobsters were landed at Porta- 
ferry and sent to Belfast. About 100 dozen crabs were captured, and were used by 
the fishermen and their families. 
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At Strangford, herrings, pollock, and whiting were taken. Pollock most abundant. 
Shoals. of mackerel were seen off Strangford Bar in August, but did not remain for any 
length of time. About 2,000 lobsters were taken, and landed at Portaferry. About the 
same number of crabs were taken, but there was little or no sale for them. 

At Gunn’s Island a small quantity of whiting and codling were taken by hand 
lines. 

The Divisional Officer of Coastguard reports : — 

« There does not appear to have been the usual takes of herrings in the upper part of Strangford Lough, 
and the fishing generally has been much below the average." 

The fishermen were peaceable and orderly. 

Fish landed at Portaferry, Ardglass, Strangford, Newcastle, Kircubbin, and other 
places. 


Newcastle Division. 

Extending from Sheepland Head to Derryogue Point, about 42 miles. 

No portion unguarded. 

At Ardglass the fish chiefly taken are herring, haddock, whiting, and plaice. No 
large shoals of fish appeared. About 1,100 lobsters were taken. 

At Killough the fish chiefly taken were whiting and codling. No large shoals of fish 
appeared. Lobsters were taken, but in small quantities. 

At Tyrella station there is an utter absence of fishing. 

At Dundrum the same state of facts exists. 

At Newcastle the fish chiefly taken are cod, haddock, whiting, and plaice. No large 
shoals of fish appeared. 400 lobsters were captured, and 600 crabs. The men here 
fish to a considerable extent in Scotland in July and August. Complaints made of 
the harbour accommodation. 

At Annalong the fish chiefly taken are herrings. The herring fishery has been on 
the decline for the last four years. No large shoals. The number of lobsters taken 
was 3,500. 

At Leestone the fish chiefly taken were herring. No large shoals. 200 lobsters 
taken, and 250 crabs. 

The Inspecting Lieutenant reports as follows : — 

“"During the past year three fishing boats were capsized at sea, causing the loss of six lives. The number of 
lives lost would have been eleven but for the bravery and skill of a Newcastle fisherman (Patrick Rooney), and 
his crew, who went to the assistance of a capsized boat, and, at great risk to themselves, succeeded in rescuing 
the crew. 

“ The cause of the above disasters was bad weather coming on suddenly and unexpectedly, causing a heavy sea 
in which the small boats used on this coast, could not live. 

“ Having only such small boats causes great loss of time to the fishermen, who know how dangerous it is to 
go out in unsettled weathei'. 

“ So long as there are no harbours to which larger boats could run in bad weather, at any time of tide, and in 
which they could be kept in safety and in readiness to go out at any time of tide, the fishermen are compelled 
to do the best they can with boats small enough to be hauled up on shore by the crew." 

The new railway from Downpatrick to Ardglass does not appear to have affected the 
number of fishing vessels unloading at Ardglass. 

The fishermen were orderly and peaceable. 

Fish were landed at Ardglass, Scorden Beach, Killough, Minerstown, Newcastle, 
Annalong, Wreck Port, Dunmore, Dundrum, Kilkeel, Leestone, Ballykeel, and 
Blockrock. 


Dundalk Division. 

Extending from Derryogue Point to Maiden Tower, Drogheda, about 84 miles. 

Unguarded : Omeath — Warrenpoint to Ballindolty Rock. Dunany Point— Lurgan 
Bridge to Salters’ Rocks. Giles’ Quay — Ballaghan Point to Limekiln Point. 

At Cranfield the fish chiefly taken are herring ; no large shoals ; 20 dozen lobsters 
captured, and 14 dozen crabs. 

At Omeath the fish chiefly taken are herrings, oysters, and mussels, No large shoals 
of fish observed. There was greater spatting on the oyster beds. The amount realized 
by sale of oysters from public oyster beds was about £100, and from private oyster beds 
was about £2,000. 
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At Carlingford the fish chiefly taken were herrings ; but no large shoals appeared. 
At Greenore, the fish chiefly taken were herrings ; there were no large shoals. Two 
steam trawlers from Liverpool were fishing off this station — 1,300 lobsters were 
captured, and 600 crabs. 

At Giles’ Quay the fish chiefly captured were herrings; there were no large shoals. 
Notwithstanding the good quantity of lobsters captured last year, there was no lobster 
fishing in 1392 at this station. 

At Soldier’s Point the fish chiefly taken were plaice. Herrings and mackerel both 
very scarce. 

At Dunauy Point, the fish chiefly taken were herrings. There were no large shoals. 
It was a bad year for fishing. 

At Clogher Head, the fish chiefly taken were herrings, plaice, whiting, and flounders. 
No large shoals of fish appeared. About 20 dozen lobsters captured, and 12 dozen 
■crabs. 

At the mouth of the Boyne the fish chiefly taken are cod, whiting, plaice, and codlino-. 
Ho large shoals of fish appeared. 

The Inspecting Lieutenant reports as follows : — 

“ There are quantities of fish landed at Giles’ Quay and Dunany Point (Salters’ Rocks), of which it oppears 
there is no return sent in. 

“ Giles’ Quay — Ground fish, herrings, lobsters, and crabs. 

“ Dunany — Ground fish only." 

The fishermen were peaceable and orderly. 

Fish were landed at Kilkeel, Greencastle, Derryogue, Baltray, Maiden Tower, Clogher 
Head, Annagassen, Giles’ Quay, Blackrock, Greenore, Carlingford, Warrenpoint, 
Greer’s-quay, Greencastle, Soldier’s Point, and Dundalk. 


Malahide Division. 

Extending from Maiden Tower, Laytown, to Whip of the Water, Baldoyle, about 

46 miles. 

No portion unguarded. 

At Laytown there are no local fishermen, but trawlers from Ringscnd and Balbriggan 
fish extensively. 

At Balbriggan the fish chiefly captured are plaice. No large shoals of fish appeared 
off this coast. Only 8 dozen lobsters were captured. The mouth of the harbour 
requires dredging. 

At Skerries the fish chiefly taken are plaice and fluke. No large shoals. 250 lobsters 
taken. 

At Loughshinny the fish chiefly taken are cod, lobsters, and crabs. No large shoals 
of fish appeared. 30,500 lobsters were captured and 216,000 crabs. 

At Rush the fish chiefly captured were cod and ling. No large shoals. Complaints 
are made by the fishermen of injury done to their nets and lines by steam trawlers. 

At Lambay Island there is no fishing — the same observation applies to Portrane 
station. 

At Malahide the fish chiefly taken are plaice. No large shoals of fish appeared. 
There is good trawling between Howth and Lambay Island in the offing, which is much 
frequented by trawlers from Dublin and elsewhere. 

At Baldoyle the fish chiefly taken are herrings. No large shoals. 

The Inspecting Commander reports as follows : — 

“ It is very unfortunate, for the sake of the fishermen at Balbriggan, that the harbour is allowed to 
remain in its present condition. Boats at present cannot get in or out until nearly high water. 

“ The herring fishery appears to t>8 very much decreasing on this part of the coast.” 


Conduct of fishermen orderly. 

Fish were landed at Balbriggan, Skerries, Loughshinny, Rush, Malahide, and Howth.

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REPOET OF THE 


SALMON FISHERIES. 


So far as we are enabled to judge from the information placed at our disposal by 
the Clerks of the various Boards of Conservators of Salmon Fisheries in Reland, and 
derived from other sources, the fishing, as a whole, in the large majority of the districts,, 
in the year 1892, was better than in the preceding year ; and the capture by nets was 
greater. The rivers were better stocked with breeding fish during the past close season. 
Angling in the majority of the rivers would appear to have been fair. The districts 
which form the minority, and in which the fisheries are stated to be declining, are : 
Ballycastle — which contains the Rivers Bally castle, Bush, Glendun, Glenarine, and 
Glenarm ; and Londonderry — which contains the Rivers Foyle, Mourne, Finn, Faughan, 
Roe, and Culdaff. In Coleraine, which is a most important district (containing as it 
does Upper and Lower Bann, Lough Neagh, and the Rivers Agivey, Clady, Moyola,. 
Ballinderry, Six-Mile- Water, Black water, Maine), the condition of the fisheries shows a 
slight improvement upon that of 1891, but compared with previous seasons, falls far 
short. 'The district has for some years past been on the decline. The very great 
falling-off in the fisheries of the Bann has caused the Lessee of the Honorable The 
Irish Society to take steps for the erection of a fish hatchery at Movanagher, so as’ 
to be in a position to re-stock the river, in the same manner as he has already done 
the River Erne (Ballyshannon district), and as he has commenced to do with the 
River Mourne (Londonderry district). 

Sale of Salmon in Annual Close Time. 

Wc are strongly of opinion that the Law with respect to the possession of salmon and 
trout during the close time should be amended, and that (if they do not already exist) 
powers should be conferred upon officers and men of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
Dublin Metropolitan Police, Local Inspectors, Water Bailiffs and other officers — subject, 
to our approval, — similar to those conferred by the 54 and 55 Yic. c. 20, with regard to 
the Pollen — viz., a right to stop and search, on any River, Lake or Estuary, &c., any 
boat, barge, corack, or other vessel used in fishing, or which there is reasonable cause to 
suspect contains any salmon ; also to search and examine all nets, baskets, bags, hampers, 
boxes, or other instruments used in fishing, or in carrying fish by persons whom 
there is reasonable cause to suspect of having possession of fish illegally caught, &c., &c. 

Year after year we receive reports that salmon caught during the close season 
are being consigned to Dublin for sale. 

We have used our best exertions to detect persons having in their possession fish so 
consigned ; but with the limited powers at the disposal of those in charge of the 
Fisheries, it has not been yet possible to stamp out this illegal traffic. If, 
however, the powers of search above indicated, were given, the boxes and hampers 
suspected, or known, to contain salmon illegally captured could have been opened, 
searched, and examined, at either the railway station from which the fish were originally 
consigned, or the terminus in Dublin. The knowledge that a market for illegally caught 
fish can be obtained without any very great risk is a great encouragement to persons 
to violate the law. 

During the month of January, the following are the only rivers, &c., in Ireland,, 
legally open, viz : — the Waterville, in the County Kerry, the Sligo River, and the- 
Laune, Caragh, and Rosebehy, with their Lakes and Tributaries. 

While on the subject it is right to bear testimony to the valuable assistance we have 
always received from the Fishmongers Company, represented by their able and ener- 
getic clerk, Mr. J. Wrench Towse. 

Poisoning Rivers. 

We also consider that some short and drastic measure is required to be passed into 
law in order that Boards of Conservators may be able to grapple with this, the very 
worst of fishery . offences. All classes of the community are unanimous in condemning 
this most mischievous practice, which injures everyone connected with salmon fishing. 
We would suggest that the Act should provide imprisonment instead of a money 
penalty, for the actual offence of poisoning. It is also desirable that the provisions of 
sec. 32, of the Act, 24 and 25 Victoria, chapter 97, should be extended to all fresh 
waters in Ireland, whether public or private. We are also strongly of opinion, that the 
having in possession poisoned fish should be punished by fine or imprisonment, and 
that the onus of proof that such fish were not poisoned by the person in whose 
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possession they were found, should lie upon that person. We also consider that it would 
he advantageous if power to search for poisoned fish or deleterious matter were conferred 
■upon Inspectors under Boards of Conservators, Head Water Bailiffs, and the Royal 
Irish Constabulary. We ieel assured that anv legislation in this direction would be 
viewed with satisfaction by all persons engaged in the salmon fishing industry. 

The reports we have received from time to time, and the evidence we have 
heard in open court, of the quantity of poisoned fish t alien out of a river in the county 
of Cork, has been most startling. The Head- Constable, Royal Irish Constabulary, at 
Innoshannon, deposed to having seen in 1891 as many as from 500 to 1,000 fish of various 
descriptions, which had beep, poisoned in the Bandon river. The offence is at present 
almost impossible of detection, as the poisoner takes care to choose a time and place 
that will ensure his safety, and resorts to every device to avoid detection. 

The plant called “The Irish Spurge,” Euphorbia Hibernica, which grows in 
the vicinity of some of the southern rivers, is the poison which is generally 
used. The white juice which exudes from this plant is very deadly. In some 
cases lime is made use of. In one case where a large number of fish were observed 
to have congregated in a pool, a woman was found to have evaded the vigilance of 
the water bailiffs by having a quantity of spurge in a tub containing clothes 
(of course for the ostensible purpose of washing), and thus conveyed the poisonous 
liquid into the river. 

Tiffs most injurious practice is encouraged by the fact that a sale can be obtained for 
the fish taken by poisoning. Some years ago they were consigned in large quantities 
to a fish buyer in Manchester. 


Artificial Propagation. 

There are several hatcheries in operation for purpose of stocking rivers with salmon 
by means of artificial propagation. The most complete in every respect, and the 
largest, is that recently completed by the Foyle and Bann Fisheries Company on the 
River Mourne, in Londonderry district. It is believed to be the best arranged 
hatchery in the United Kingdom. It has only been completed this year, so that it is 
impossible to say what quantity of ova will be hatched out annually — but in the 
present year 350,000 eggs were laid down. The following is a detailed description 
of the premises and fittings. It should be stated that ponds are in course of con- 
struction for the purpose of containing the fry when hatched. 

Description of Salmon Hatchery on the Foyle. 

This hatchery is situate on the river Stride, the principal tributary of the Foyle. It is about a mile 
from the village of Newtownstcwart, a station on the Great Northern Railway, and about fifteen miles 
above the tidal flow of the river Foyle. The ground on which the hatchery is constructed is a narrow 
strip about half a mile long, lying between the railway and the river, and in this length the river has 
a fall of about ten feet, tumbling over a very rough and rocky bottom, known locally as “ the rocks of 
Newtownstewart.” 

For nearly the length of the half mile a canal had to be cut alongside and parallel with the railway, most 
of it through very hard rock, none of it less than thirteen feet in width, and some of it more than twenty, 
and with a depth of cutting ranging from six to twenty feet. This was a very costly undertaking. Tbis 
canal is divided into three levels by sluices, and by gratings into four sections. In this canal the salmon 
are impounded for spawning purposes, and from it it is intended to draw the water i-equired for supplying 
the fry ponds. 

The hatching house is built on the slope of the hill, between the railway and the river, and is 100 feet 
long by twenty-eight broad, built of stone, and slated. It extends over the canal, the water of which 
flows through it at its upper end. There is a door leading from the hatching house into the canal, and thus 
the fish can be captui-ed in the part of the canal flowing through the house, and manipulated in the hatching 
house, which is a great matter in wintry weather. 

The house is one storey high, sixteen feet at upper end, and twenty-four at lower end, having a fall on the 
floor of eight feet. 

At the upper end of the house and near- to it there was found a very strong never-failing spring of pure 
water issuing out from beneath the railway. This, with the kind permission of the railway company, was got 
covered up in a concrete trough, and brought to the hatching house ; before leading it into the house it was 
passed through a concrete setting pond filled with clean washed gravel, and in this the water got its first 
filtering. Then a wooden shoot carried it across the canal into the hatching house ; this was also filled with 
-clean gravel. The water when dropping from this shoot was allowed to fall on to a wire netting stratched 
on a frame on which a clean piece of flannel was temporarily tacked. - This flannel when soiled is always 
removed, and another clean piece put into its place. The change of flannel is necessary about every four or 
five days. After this the water is passed through another filter bed of gravel inside the house before being 
turned on to the eggs. The water is brought in at the upper and south-eastern comer of the house, and flows 
down the side of the house in a raised dish formed course, made of concrete, and at a higher level than the 
boxes, and regulated by a very simple and inexpensive system of sluices to flow freely into every box. 
All the benches, boxes, watercourses, and floors are constructed of concrete composed of cement and gravel, 
plenty of he latter being obtainable on the ground. 
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The boxes are twenty-eight in number, and there is room still in the house for four more. The boxes are 
constructed thus. First, seven benches were constructed with their ends to the raised channel already referred 
to as r unnin g down the south side of the house, and on each bench there are four boxes. Between every two. 
benches there is a walk three feet broad to allow free access to the boxes. It should be here stated that the- 
boxes project over the benches four inches on each side and on one end. This is finished with a moulding 
below, and in addition to presenting a neat appearance it affords more room in the walks and makes it more 
convenient for the attendants to look after the ova and fry. 

These benches are on different levels according to the fall of the floor of the house, seven and a-half inches being 
the difference of level between, and the boxes all differ in levels by an inch and a half, so that the water when, 
turned from the side channel runs into one box, then falls one and a half inch into the next, and so on till it 
goes round the circuit of four when it can either be run through the waste sluice and into a channel provided, 
to carry it off, or if required it can be turned again into the channel from which it was drawn and carried on. 
to supply the next bench, and this can be repeated over all the benches till the lower end of the house is 
reached, when it flows into the river. This works remarkably well because if there is sufficient water it is better 
to allow each bench an independent supply than to be using water which has been more or less exhausted. As 
the sides and ends of the boxes are live inches high there can always be four inches deep of water kept in them. 
On the bottom of each box when being constructed there was moulded a raised band or rib of cement up each 
side, and up tbe oentre one and a half inches broad, and a-half inch thick, or high ; then the trays are made to 
lie across the boxes end to end, so that one end of a tray rests on the rib at the side of the box, and extends half 
way across the box with the other end resting on the centre rib. This keeps the trays off the bottom and al- 
lows free flow of the water below the trays as well as over them, and keeps everything clean, besides as the 
young fish won’t keep in the trays when they come to life they have a safe refuge underneath them. 

The trays are of best porcelain, manufactured in Belleek, they are made rectangular fifteen inches long, and 
ten broad, closely perforated with very small holes, and having a margin all round an inch high to keep in 
the ova. 

The house if fully stocked could 'conveniently hatch out one million and a half in a season, and by doubling 
the trays which might easily be done ; twice this number could be hatched in a season. 

There has been built close to the hatching house a neat caretaker’s residence of two storeys and having six 
apartments. 

The works were not finished this season in time to get a full supply of ova to fill hatching house, but over 
350,000 were laid down, all got from the Foyle except 20,0(10 obtained from the Erne. These have all done 
very well, and a great number are already out of the egg, and appear very strong and healthy. Hie time 
taken for hatching being fifty to sixty days. 

On the River Erne at Belleek, in the County Fermanagh, and in the Ballyshannon 
Fishery District, Mr. R. L. Moore, d.l., proprietor of the Erne Fishery (who is also 
one of the Lessees of the Foyle and Bann Fisheries under the Honorable The Irish 
Society) has had, for some years, a hatchery in connection with a series of ponds, the 
water of which is regulated by sluices. Large numbers of fry have been hatched out 
each season for a number of years, and it is estimated that 500,000 were turned out in 
the early part of 1892. 

The Messrs. Foley, Lessees of His Grace the Duke of Devonshire’s Fishery at Lismore, 
have within the last few years constructed a hatchery with ponds at Lismore (in the 
Lismore Fishery District), and in the spring of this year turned out over 300,000 fry. 

Permission was given to them to take Salmon for purposes of artificial propagation 
during the last close season ; and the following very interesting details of their 
operations, as well as their observations, have been kindly furnished to us by these 
gentlemen: —

Observations. 

“ This appears to have been a very late spawning season, but was remarkable for 
“ its great run of spawning and bright fish that continued from the end of August to the 
“ middle of November. Since then the constant floods make it impossible to tell whether 
“ the fish are running or not. 

“ The hatch was set to work on October 10th, and was kept working until November 
“ 10th, when a sufficient number of spawning fish were in stock. The River, for most 
“ of the time, was very high. The few hauls made with net just below Queen’s Gap, when 
‘ state of River permitted, showed that the great bulk of fish were going up the Gap. 

“The first eggs were laid down on November 13th. Since then the parent fish 
{; are developing rather slowly. 

“ There seems to have been a large number of small (grilse size) fish, most of which 
“ were put over weir, but a considerable amount of large ones brought up the average to 
“ that of other years. 

“ The fish were] particularly healthy, only one slight case of disease having 
“been observed.

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On the River Suir, at Knocklofty, near Clonmel, in the Waterford Fishery District, 
The Honorable E. W. Hely Hutchinson has, within the last few years, started a 
hatchery. In 1891 he turned out. 7,200 fry, and in the spring this year about 4,000. 
During the Summer of 1893 lie hopes to improve the -water supply, and to be thereby 
enabled to extend his operations. 

Colonel Cooper, Markree Castle, Her Majesty’s Lieutenant of the County of Sligo, 
has had for some years in operation a hatchery on the Ballisodare River, which is his 
property. 

At Colonel Cooper’s hatchery, close by the Falls of Ballisodare, about 100,000 fry are 
turned out annually. The ova is obtained from Sligo, Ballyshannon, and Perth, and a 
considerable quantity is brought from the Rhine. The manager of the Fishery states 
that the effect of the introduction of the Rhine ova has been to very much improve 
the size and shape of the fish in the river, but Colonel Cooper is considering the advis- 
ability of discontinuing the latter supply, as there is reason to believe that the fry 
hatched therefrom are affected with disease. 


Disease. 

Your Excellency was pleased to approve of. our application for authority to incur a 
small expenditure on scientific research into the origin and nature of a disease which 
was observed in the smolts taken from a certain district in the north of Ireland. The 
Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, at Your Excellency’s request, having 
sanctioned such expenditure, we entrusted the investigation to Dr. Edmond M'Weeney, 
the eminent bacteriologist. We quote below his preliminary report, which relates to 
smolts taken from the River Bann. The further investigation of the disease is in his 
bands, and with this object he purposes visiting the district affected, and preparing an 
exhaustive report on the subject upon the completion of his observations and 
experiments. This Report will be submitted to Your Excellency in due course. 

We forwarded a copy of the preliminary Report to the Clerks of Boards of Con- 
servators in Ireland, with a request that they would instruct their officers to watch 
the various rivers in their districts, and report to us any peculiarities in the fish that 
would seem to indicate the presence of disease.

“ Sir, — I am directed by the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries to transmit to yon the report of an investigation 
made at their request, by Dr. M'Weeney, into certain marks on smolts taken from the River Bann, which were 
supposed to indicate the presence of disease. 

“ From this interesting and valuable report you will observe that Dr. M'Weency establishes the fact that 
the smolts were not affected with the ordinary salmon disease [Saprolcgnia ferax) — and arrives at the conclusion 
that they wore affected with % disease associated with, and probably due to, the presence of parasitic Protozoa 
in the muscular tissue of the fish. 

“ The Inspectors are desirous of further investigating the nature and extent of the disease, and therefore 
desire me to request that yon will instruct the officers in the employment of your Board to carefully watch the 
rivers, and report any peculiarities in the fish that would seem to indicate the presence of disease. 

“ The report should contain the following information : 

“ 1 . Name of River. 

“ 2. Whether smolts or adult (male or female) fish affected. 

“ 3. Description of marks. 

“ 4. Date of observation. 

“ 5. Whether fry, hatched from salmon taken in other rivers, have been liberated in the river re- 
ferred to in No. 1 above. If so, particulars required. 

" Specimens should, if possible, be forwarded to this office, and great care taken to ensure their arrival in as 
fresh a condition as may be. 

“ I. am to enclose a few extra copies ; kindly distribute to Conservators or others interested.

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Report on a Disease of Smolts from the River Barn, by Edmond J. M’Weenet, M.A., M.D., 

M.Ch., M.A.O., Ex-Sch., University Student, and Examiner in Pathology, Royal University of Ireland ; 
Professor of Pathology and Bacteriology, C.U.I. ; Pathologist, Mater Misericordire Hospital; Member,' 
Royal Dublin Society ; Fellow, Royal Academy of Medicine in Ireland ; Associate, British Institute of 
Public Health. 

“Towards the end of Juno three smolts were transmitted to me through Dr. Scharff from the Inspectors 
of Irish Fisheries, with the request that I should examine them and ascertain, if possible, the nature of 
the disease (if any), with which they were affected. Accordingly I made a careful nuked eye examination 
of the three specimens submitted, and dissected one of them. Tho only morbid appearance revealed by this 
preliminary examination was the presence upon different parts of each smolt, of one or more ulcers. 
The size of the ulcers in question varied from little larger than a pin’s head to that of a sixpence ; the extent to 
which their surface was depressed beneath the general level of the integument also varied within wide 
limits. Some seemed little more than a mere deprivation of the pigmented skin over a limited area ; 
others were cup-shaped, and penetrated deep into the subjacent muscular tissue. The preliminary examination 
concluded, I cut out portions of the floor of the ulcers so as to include the deeper structures and the 
surrounding unaltered skin, and placed them in absolute alcohol with a view to subsequent more minute 
examination. I also wrote to Dr. Scharff asking him, if possible, to procure me some fresh specimens, as those 
originally sent’ to mo had been placed in spirit before I obtained them ; and at the same time requested that a 
salmon affected with the well known Saprolegnia-disease be sent me for comparison. I also asked for 
information relative to the extent to which the disease prevailed, and as to whether it was suspected to bo 
infectious by anglers, conservators, Ac., who were in a position to judge of its nature. These requests having 
been speedily and courteously complied with, I was in a position to undertake a serious study of the 
epidemic — if indeed the disease should prove to be of that nature. My first task was to ascertain 
whether the disease was occasioned by Saprolegnia or salmon-fungus ; with this object I made a microscopical 
examination of a scraping from the surface of the comparison-salmon affected with fungus, and found a 
congeries of interwoven threads of Saprolegnia-mycelinm, ns well the peculiar zoosporangia , or live-spore-bags as 
they might bo called, which are characteristic of the genus Saprolegnia. Similar scrapings from the 
ulcerated surface of the Bonn smolts failed to reveal the smallest traces of mycelium. I did not regard this 
negative result as absolutely conclusive, as tbe mycelium might possibly have escaped detection through 
having been rubbed away in transit, or might be present in the form of spores only. I therefore 
determined to adopt the cultivation method as a final test of its presence or absence, and with this object took 
six wine-glasses, each half full of sterile water, and each containing a dead fly, and added to three of the 
glasses a minute fragment from the comparison-salmon, whilst to the other three I added a similar 
fragment from the Bann smolts. In three days the flies in the three first mentioned glasses were covered 
with the well known furry growth of Saprolegnia, whilst those in the glasses to which bad been added 
fragments of the Bann smolts, remained quite unchanged. The first point in the investigation was thus 
firmly established, viz., that tho disease is not due to infection by Saprolegnia. I then proceeded to 
investigate whether, as appeared to me on a priori grounds very probable, the ulcers were caused by the 
minute vegetable organisms known as Bacteria. I soon found by the aid of “ cover-glass ” preparations that 
the surface of the ulcers was covered with a layer of these organisms comprising all shapes, and many different 
species. But this circumstance was deprived of all importance by the fact that by similar methods similar 
Bacteria were demonstrable upon any given pointof the unbroken cutaneous surface of the fish, and were evidently 
to be looked upon as associated with incipient putrefactive decomposition. The next step in the investigation was 
to ascertain the exact histological structure of the floor of the ulcers, and with this object I subjected some of 
the alcohol-hardened pieces of ulcer to infiltration with paraffin and celloidin, and cut them into scries of thin 
sections by the aid of a microtome. A careful study oi these sections after suitable staining revealed the 
following facts : — 

“1. The tissue underlying and composing the floor, or base, of the ulcers is of a very peculiar structure,, 
and differs markedly from the normal tissue with which it is surrounded. 

“ 2. This peculiarity is due to shrinkage, collapse, and disappearance of the normal muscular fibres, and 
to substitution in their place of peculiar- new elements. 

“3. These new elements consist of : (a) Minute] circular bodies, with pellucid, highly refractive envelopes, 
and granular contents. And ( b ) of oval, or elongated cell-like structures, sometimes crowded, sometimes 
sparsely filled, with granules much larger than those in the circular bodies mentioned under a. 

“ 4. The bodies (a) lay closely aggregated beneath the surface, and formed part of the floor of the 
nicer ; the bodies (b) lay much more deeply, and were between, and in many instances closely appressed 
to tlie disentegrating muscular fibres. 

“ S. There were no Bacteria in the morbid tissue. 

The disease being therefore due neither to Saprolegnia nor to Bacteria, do the above-mentioned observa- 
tions, 1, 2, 3, and 4, justify any conclusion as to the nature and causation of the smolt-discaso 1 In my 
opinion they admit of one conclusion, and one only, viz. : — that the smolt disease is associated with, and 
probably due to the presence of parasitic Protozoa in the muscular tissue of the fish. Several kinds of Protozoa 
are known to be parasitic in both vertebrates and invertebrates. They agree in having a simple unicellular 
structure, and a tendency to break up internally into a number of granules or spores, which sometimes assume 
, highly characteristic shapes (pseudonavicellse, cresentic bodies, Ac). They are usually intracellular parasites, 
and press the nucleus of the cell aside so as to occupy and absorb the protoplasm.* Some even feed upon the 
nucleus itself (Karyophagus). The best known intracellular Protozoa are those termed coccidia, and rabbits 
are subject to a disease of liver and intestines called psorospermosis, due to this form of parasitism. Horses 
and pigs and other mammalia are also known to have their muscle fibres infested with minute saccular bodies 
tilled with granules of various shapes, and long since called Rainey’s corpuscles, and Miescher’s saccules. It 
has recently been found that these bodies are parasitic Protozoa belonging to the classes Myxosporidia, Micro- 
sporidia, and Sarcosporidia. These and similar bodies have also been found in the muscles of frogs, turtles, 
and lastly, in the year 1890, L. Pfeiffer of Weimar established the presence of Microsporidia in the muscular 
fibres of pikes and barbels from the Rhine and . Moselle. Tlie affected fish were, like those submitted to me, 
the subject of ulcers, and much of Dr. Pfeiffer’s description of the disease he investigated amongst tho pike 

* * Malaria or ague is now known to bo due to a parasite of this natme. 
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and barbel in the Rhine applies with equal accuracy to that which I have just described as affecting the smolta 
of the Bann. The resemblance is, however, superficial, for the organisms, which through their parasitism are 
the cause of the disease described by Pfeiffer indubitably belong to the class Microsporidia, whilst those which 
I have just described are as certainly not Microsporidia, but probably Myxosporidia.* No disease of fish due 
to either Microsporidia or Myxosporidia, has so far as I am aware, been hitherto described in the United 
Kingdom ; the subject is therefore one of considerable scientific as well as practical interest, and I should be 
glad to have the opportunity of examining more completely into the matter. Further investigations are 
indeed absolutely requisite if any remedy for the disease is to be indicated. In conclusion, I may add that a 
tendency exists amongst a certain school of pathologists at the present time to attribute to organisms of this 
class, known as Psorosperms, the principal role in the causation of several skin diseases, and also of cancer. 

The results just communicated are to be regarded as preliminary. Access to fresh specimens in abundance, 
and the opportunity of personally inspecting the locality and making inquiries and investigations on the spot 
are conditions indispensable for the obtaining of scientific certainty on the matter. Whether the work be 
entrusted to mine or to other hands I may be permitted to express the hope that the Inspectors of Fisheries 
will take the necessary steps to have this interesting malady fully elucidated. 

• I have since ascertained that Myxosporidia have been described by BUtschli, Balbiani, and Pfeiffer, aa occurring in the urinary, 
gall, and swim-bladder, and muscular tissue of pike, tench, and barbel; but no Protozoan parasite has been described as infesting 
any fisb belonging to the Salmon id®.

Gratings at Mill Races. 

Last session a Bill was introduced into the House of Commons, which proposed to 
partially repeal the provisions of 32 Yic., c. 9. Section 4 of this Act makes the 
exceptions from compliance with section 76 of 5 & 6 Yic., c. 106, extend only to those 
cases where we think it necessary. The effect of such a repeal would be that channels 
for supply of water as a moving power for machinery would be exempted from the 
obligation of erecting gratings to protect salmon in all cases, whether we thought such 
necessary or not. The matter was referred to a Select Committee of the House of 
Commons, which took a considerable amount of evidence and received the views both 
of the mill owners and proprietors, and persons interested in salmon fisheries. One of 
our body attended, by the authority of Your Excellency’s predecessor, to watch the 
proceedings. 

The Committee came to a conclusion which appeared to satisfy all sides ; however 
their recommendations have not yet become law. It is only right to mention that 
we, as well as our predecessors in office, have invariably — while doing all we could for 
the protection of salmon — taken care that we should enforce nothing which would cause 
injury to the milling power of the country. 

Wc have given exemptions in every case where it was shown to our satisfaction that 
the erection of gratings would have been injurious to the effective working of the mill ; 
and we are not aware of any case in which we have compelled their continuance when 
injury to the motive power was proved to have been caused by their erection. 

The Bill also proposed to repeal section 30 of the Act 26 & 27 Vic., c. 114, and 
practically to re-enact it. It refers to turbines, the case of which differs from that of 
other motors driven by water, as persons owning or using them are specially required 
by the statute (26 & 27 Viet., cap. 114, sec. 30), to provide, during the time in which 
the descent of fry to the sea takes place, gratings or other efficient means, to prevent 
salmon or young of salmon passing into such machines. 

With this requirement of the statute we have no power to interfere, nor have 
we power to grant any exemption from compliance therewith. 

The following are the provisions of the Bill : — 

Salmon Fisheries (Ireland) Acts Amendment. 

55 Viet. 

A Bill as amended by tlie Select Committee to Amend the Salmon Fisheries (Ireland) Acts. 

Bo it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows : — 

“ 1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Salmon Fishery (Ireland) Act, 1892. 

“ 2. This Act shall not apply to England or Scotland. 

“ 3. The thirtieth section of the Act twenty-six and twenty-seven Victoria, chapter one hundred and 
fourteen, and the fourth section of the Act thirty-two Victoria, chapter nine, shall be and are hereby repealed, 
and also section seventy-six of the Act five and six Victoria, chapter one hundred and six, except in so far as 
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the same applies to watercourses, cuts, channels, or sluices constructed for the purpose of conveying water 
from any river frequented by salmon for the supply of towns, the irrigation of landB, or any other purpose 
except as a moving power for machinery. 

“ 4. In all the watercourses or other channels constructed for the purpose of conveying water for an y 
purpose from any river frequented by salmon to any mill or other premises the machinery of which is not 
worked by means of a turbine or similar hydraulic machine, there shall be placed, fixed, maintained, and kept 
in thorough repair by the owner or oceupier of such mill or other premises, at his own expense, at the points 
of divergence from and return to such river, gratings having iron bars placed vertically not more than two 
inches apart, so as to effectually prevent the passage of salmon into such watercourses or other channels. 

« And any such owner or occupier neglecting or omitting so to place, fix, maintain, and keep in thorough 
repair such gratings -as aforesaid shall incur a penalty not exceeding ten pounds and not less than five pounds 
and a further penalty not exceeding five pounds for each day during which such grating shall not be so 
placed, fixed, maintained, and kept in thorough repair, commencing from the date of the first conviction. 

5. “It shall be lawful for the Inspectors of Fisheries, on the application of the owner or occupier 
of any mill or other premises, after public inquiry held by them, on being satisfied that such order is necessary 
for the effective working of the machinery of such mill or other premises, to make in writing an order 
exempting such owner or occupier of such mill or or other premises from the necessity of complying with the 
provisions of section four of this Act for such period or periods of the year and on such terms and conditions 
as the said inspectors may in and by such order determine. 

A copy of any order purporting to be signed by such inspectors shall be received in evidence in all 
courts. 

“ 6. In all the watercourses or other channels constructed for the purpose of conveying water for any 
purpose from any river frequented by salmon to any mill or other premises the machinery of which is worked 
by means of a turbine or similar hydraulic machine, there shall be placed, fixed, maintained, and kept in 
thorough repair by the owner or occupier of such mill or other premises, at his own expense, during the descent 
of the young of salmon to the sea, gratings or other devices or constructions of a form and dimensions to be 
approved of by the inspectors of fisheries so as to effectually prevent the passage of the young of salmon into 
the machinery of such mill or other premises. 

“ And any such owner or occupier neglecting or omitting so to place, fix, maintain, and keep in thorough 
repair such gratings or other devices or constructions as aforesaid, shall incur a penalty not exceeding 
ten pounds and not less than five pounds, and also a further penalty not exceeding five pounds for each 
day during which such gratings or other devices or constructions as aforesaid shall not be so placed, 
fixed, maintain ed, and kept in thorough repair, commencing from the date of the first conviction. 

7. It shall be lawful for the said inspectors of fisheries, on the application of the owner or occupier of any 
mill or other premises, after public inquiry held by them, on being satisfied that no injury is likely to be 
thereby occasioned to salmon and the young of salmon, to make in writing an order exempting such owner or 
occupier of such mill or other premises from the necessity of complying with the provisions of section six of 
this Act for such period or periods of the year and on such terms and conditions as the said inspectors may in 
and by such order determine. 

“ A copy of any order purporting to be signed by such inspectors shall be received in evidence in all 
courts. 

“8. If any person shall think himself aggrieved by the decision of the said inspectors in either granting or 
refusing any exemption under this Act as aforesaid, then such person may appeal to the next going judges at 
the assizes to be held for the county or county of the city or town in which such mill or other premises is or 
are situated. Provided such assizes shall be held at any time not less than thirty-one days after the time the 
said inspectors shall have made any such decision. And in case such assizes shall be held within thirty-one 
days from the time of such decision such appeal shall be made to the assizes to be held in and for 3uch county 
or county of a city or town next after such first assizes. 

“Provided that no appeal shall be heard and determined unless the person so appealing shall within ten 
days from the date of such decision give notice in writing to the said inspectors, to the clerk of the crown and 
peace for such county or county of a city or town, and to the clerk of the board of conservators of the salmon 
fisheries district within which such mill or other premises is or are situated, and to the owner or occupier of 
such mill or other premises (where such owner or occupier is not the appellant) of his intention to prosecute 
such appeal. 

“ And the said judges at such assizes, or any adjournment thereof, upon proof of such notice having been 
given, are hereby empowered and required to hear and determine the matter of such appeal, and to confirm, 
reverse, vary, or alter the said decision of the said inspectors, and to award such costs and expenses of witnesses 
as they may think reasonable. 

“9. A board of conservators, with the consent of the inspectors of fisheries, may adopt such means as they 
shall approve for preventing the ingress of salmon into streams in which they or their spawning beds are from 
the nature of the channel liable to be destroyed, but so that no water rights, used or enjoyed for the purposes 
of manufacture, or agricultural purposes, or draiuage, or navigation, shall bo prejudicially interfered with 
thereby. 

“ 10. The Acts enumerated in the schedule to this Act annexed shall be incorporated with this Act and 
construed together as one Act, except where the provisions thereof are altered by this Act or are repugnant 
thereto.

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Fish Passes. 

The law as regards the erection of Fish Passes over mill weirs is in a very unsatis- 
factory state, and the funds at the disposal of Boards of Conservators are, as a rule, too 
small to enable them to carry out improvements or alterations with the object of 
providing for the easier passage of fish, even in those cases where no legal obstacles 
present themselves. 


Public Inquiries. 

During the year, we held public inquiries at 
the followingfplaces, nearly all of which were largely attended. 

No. 2, or Wexford District. 

At Kilmichael, on the 28th day of July. — To inquire into the close season for 
salmon and trout in the Inch River. 

No. 5, or Cork District. 

At Cork, on the 30th of August. — Queenstown, on the 31st August, and Midle- 
ton, on the 1st September — (a) To repeal by-law, dated 18th February, 1877, 
regulating the use of drift nets for capture of salmon in district. (6) To 
inquire into the close time for salmon and trout in tidal waters. 

No. 8, or Limerick District. 

At Limerick, on the 5th of September and four following days. — To rescind that 
portion of the by-laws, rules, and regulations, dated 10th November, 1874, 
prohibiting the use of drift nets of greater length than 100 yards, for the 
capture of salmon or trout, in part of the tidal waters of the River Shannon. 

At Cloghane, County Kerry, on the 16th August. — To re-define the mouths of 
the Glennahoo, Scorid, and Orenmore Rivers. 

At Listowel, on the 14th December. — To inquire into the close season for the 
capture of salmon or trout in the rivers Feale, Geale, Brick and Cashen. 

No. 15 1 , or Londonderry District. 

At Londonderry, on the 9 th November; and at Moville on the 11th of Novem- 
ber. — To limit the length of drift nets for the capture of salmon and trout 
in the tidal waters of the Londonderry District. 

No. 17 l , or Drogheda District. 

At Trim, on the 5th of October ; Kells cn the 7 th October ; Navan, the 10th of 
October, and Drogheda the 12th of October. — To change the close time for 
salmon and trout in said District. 

No. 17 2 , or Dundalk District. 

At Castlebellingbam, on 18th October. — To inquire into the close season for 
salmon and trout, between Annagassen and Ballaghan Point, excluding 
Annagassen River. 

We also held the following inquiries respect- 
ing the right to fish for eels, at or adjacent to mill dams, in response to applications 
from the various persons. 

No. 13, or Bally shannon District. 

At Cootehill, on the 13th of September, the following cases were investigated : — 
ElleD Whitley, Riverview Mills, Cootehill ; Maxwell J. Boyle, Tullyvin, 
Cootehill ; William Griffith, Corcloghan, Shercock ; George Sheridan, Drum- 
rush, Belturbet; John Maguire, Bawnboy. 
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No. 17V or Drogheda District. 

George R. Kerr, New Haggard, County Meath. 

The By-Laws and close seasons now in force, will be found in the appendices 
Nos. 11 and 12. The dates on which new By-Laws or Orders were made are also given. 

In conclusion we desire to record our obliga- 
tions to the Officers, Petty Officers, and men of Her Majesty’s Coast Guard stationed in 
Ireland, for the assistance which they have afforded us, so far as they are permitted by 
the Regulations approved by the Lords of the Admiralty, and now in operation. 


We also desire to express in the strongest 
manner our appreciation of the very valuable assistance in the enforcement of the 
salmon fisheries laws, rendered by the Officers and men of the Royal Irish Constabulary ; 
and of the help rendered to us by them in investigating numerous matters of detail 
arising out of our administration of the loan funds.

Prohibiting Trawling inside lines drawn from the 
Bailey Light-house al Howth, to the Eastern- 
most point of the rocks callod tlie “Mugglins;" 
thence by n straight line to the Southern point 
of Dalkcy Island ; thence by a straiglitline across 
Dalkoy Sound, in the direction of the signal 
station on Killincy Hill. 

Prohibiting Trawling within a lino drawn from 
Dunany Point to Cranfield Point in the 
County Down.

Firstly— Prohibiting Steam Trawling during the 
term of three years from the 1st August, 
189), in that part of Killnln Bay lying inside 
or to the Southward of an imaginary line drawn 
from the Coajt Guard Station at Kiloummin 
in the County of Mayo, to the Coast Guard 
Station at InniBcrone in the County of Sligo, 
between the 1st day of August in any year, 
and the 1st day of May, in the year following.

Also prohibiting such Nets athwart or within 
200 yards of any boat, which at the timeof setting 
such net shall be moored, aud the Craw thereof 
engaged in Line Fishing ; and to every train of 
such Trammel or Moored Nets shall U) attached 
at least one floating buoy or board, upon which 
shall be painted in legible characters not less 
than one inoh in length, in white upon a black 
ground, the Letter of the District and the name 
of the Owner to which such Net belongs. 

Prohibiting the use of Trammel Nets within or 
to the North-east of a line drawn from the 
Month of the Uunlaghy River to Doorin Point. 

Permitting within tbo Estuary of the Kcnmare 
River, in the County; of Kerry, and east- 
ward of a line drawn from the western point

each year ; and from the hour of Five o'Cloek 
in the Afternoon of any one day to the hour of 
Seven o'Cloek in the Morning of the day fol- 
lowing, during the mouths of April, May, J one, 
July, August, aud September.

The Close Time, during which it shall not 
bo lawful to dredge for, take, catch, or destroy 
any Oysters or Oyster Brood, on or off the 
South-east coast of Ireland, between Wicklow 
Head and Carnsore Point, shall be between the 
80th April and the I st September in each year. 

Prohibiting between the 30th April and 1st 
September in each year the dredging for, 
taking, catching, or destroying any Oyster or 
Oyster Brood on or off any part of the hast and 
South-East Coast of Ireland. within the dis- 
tance of Twenty Miles measured from a straight 
line drawn from the Eastern point of Lambay 
Island, in tho County Dublin, to Carnsore 
Point, in the County Wexford, outside the 
exclusive Fishery Limits of the British Islands. 

Permitting to dredge for, take, or hare in pos- 
session American and Portuguese Oysters, iu 
that part of Dublin Bay, in the County of 
Dublin, known as the Clontarf Oyster Beds, 
adjacent to the Townland of Greenland, Parish 
of Clontarf, and Barony of Coolock, during the 
Close Season for Oysten in said Dublin Bay. 

Permitting to dredge for, take, or have in pos- 
session American and Portuguese Oysters, in 
that part of Dublin Bay, in the County of 
Dublin, known as the Sutton Creek Oyster 
Beds, adjacent to tho Townland of Sutton 
North, Parish of Howtli, and Barony of Coo- 
lock, duriug the Close Season for Oysters in 
said Dublin Bay. 

All persons engaged iu Ashing for or taking 
Oysters on the Coast of the Counties of 
Wicklow and Wexford, between Wicklow 
Head and Raven Point, shall, immediately on 
any Oysters being taken, cull all such Oysten 
asmsybe taken or caught; aud shall imme- 
diately throw back into tho sea all Oysters of 
less dimensions than two inches at the greatest 
diameter thereof, as well as all gravel and 
fragments of shells raised or taken in such 
fishing ; and shall not remove from any Fish- 
ing Ground or Oyster Bed within the limits 
aforesaid, any Oyster of less dimensions than 
two inches at tne greatest diameter thereof; 
and no person shall take from any rock, strand, 
or shore of said Coast between the limits afore- 
said, by any means whatsoever, any Oyster of 
less dimensions than two inches at the greatest 
diameter thereof; and no person shall sell, 
expose for sale, give, transfer, or purchase, 
receive, carry, or have in his or her custodv or 
possession any Oysters of less dimensions than 
aforesaid, knowing the same to have been taken 
within the limits aforesaid ; and anv person 
offending in any respect against this By-Law, 
Rule, or Regulation shall, for each offence, 
forfeit and pay a sum of Two Pounds.

Result oi Inquiries held by the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries into the Legality or Illegality, &c., of 
Fixed Nets (since last list published), to date of this Report. 

On the 24th October, 1863, the Special Commissioners appointed under the Act 26 <k 27 Vic., c. 114, decided 
that a certain Stake Net erected on the Strand at Drotnina in Woodstown Bay was illegal on the grounds 
of title and injury to navigation. This decision was appealed against, but was affirmed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, on the 16th November, 1864, in so far as the injury to navigation was concerned. A decision 
of the Superior Court on the question of title was not given. The net was therefore abated. 

A communication was received from Major James DuffCoghlan in 1892, to the effect that injury 
navigation would not now result from the erection of said Weir, and asking for an inquiry with a view 
determine this point. We held an inquiry into the matter on the 29th March, 1893 (No. 438), and have 
reported (on 11th May, 1893), to the Queen’s Bench Division of the High Court of Justice, that the said 
Weir if erected would not be injurious to navigation.
